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The Common Brick 


HERE is a tendency in most industries 
B Borie to pay more and more attention 
to visual appeal. Manufactured goods of 
all kinds, from pots and pans to motorcars, 
are becoming more glamorous, and con- 
siderations of substance and performance 


tend to be overshadowed by external 


finishes. 


In earlier days, a brick was a brick. No 
doubt some were better than others, and 
the principle of sorting for facing and 
backing must have been practised centuries 
ago, but during the last few decades, with 
the premium on aesthetic appeal, facings 
and commons seem to have moved far 
apart. In fact, in some works today, 
backing bricks are no longer simply a 
by-product of facing brick production; 
common bricks are specifically made as 
commons, by modern scientific methods. 

Encouraged by architects and builders, 
manufacturers of facing bricks have steadily 
widened their ranges; new colours have 
been produced to whet the appetite of the 
designer; new textures devised to exploit 
light and shade. Meanwhile, the common 
brick has had to compete with various 
alturnative materials for backing and 
inner-leaf construction. Some of these 
may offer some advantage so far as thermal 
conductivity is concerned, but experience 
has shown that one property alone is no 
criterion for the selection of a structural 
building material, and the common brick, 
with its all-round good performance, is 
regaining lost friends. 

The common brick combines strength, 
durability and resistance to fire with 
reasonable standards of thermal insulation 
and sound deadening. It forms an ideal 
backing for rendering and plastering. 
Where walls are liable to receive rough 


treatment, good, solid brick construction 
eliminates periodical repairs. Wall fittings 
may be easily and securely anchored, and 
cutting and chasing may be undertaken 
without risk of serious damage. Where 
good standards of hygiene are desirable, 
the common brick is a safeguard against 
infestation. 

Internal skins built of brick have a 
greater ability to take up movement, and 
are not so liable to cause pattern cracking 
of plaster applied as a skim coat only. 
Further, the common brick is much more 
convenient and adaptable than larger units 
for use internally in buildings where there 
are large numbers of openings such as 
doors and windows. Cutting is reduced 
to a minimum. 

For many parts of a building where the 
work is finally obscured, chimney breasts 
for example, the common brick has no 
serious rival. Colour washed common 
brick provides an attractive and serviceable 
exterior. Many grades of common brick 
have good loadbearing capacities, and may 
be bonded in with facings in positions 
where good appearance is not vital. 

The common brick has no pretension 
to beauty, but it is the jack-of-all-jobs, 
proved by long usage, convenient, adapt- 
able, economical and—even in these days 
of scientific building—quite indispensable.

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THE BUILDING TIME-TABLE 


= authors of the paper on the inquiry into the Building Time-table made by 
the Royal Institute of British Architects make it quite clear at the outset 
that it was a small scale-study made at the request of the Minister of Works and 
with a limited objective. Nevertheless, there may be a temptation to look for 
too many lessons in the figures produced in the course of reaching the conclusion 
that any measures to adjust the level of investment in buildings are liable to 
require at least a year to show even a small effect on the building industry and 
from eighteen months to two years to reach their full impact—an opinion which 
no doubt the Minister’s own professional staff could have offered unaided. 


The tabulated figures produced by this statistical exercise (reproduced in our 
issue of August 8) from evidence gained from a representative sample are 
qualified in many respects. For instance, the arithmetical mean is stated to be 
of limited significance and there were not sufficient examples of £500,000 or 
more to draw any conclusions for projects of that size. We are warned that the 
figures relating to the average time taken at a number of intermediate stages 
should be treated with caution, and told that not all the buildings included in 
the inquiry had actually been completed. Moreover, comments submitted with 
many of the examples suggest that there is no * average ’ building—nearly every 
job has some peculiarity which can affect the time taken at any stage. Also a 
large proportion of the projects included in the inquiry were in progress during 
a boom period when the time taken was abnormal. 


One fact emerges which seems too good to be true—in every grade in the 
analysis in Table 2, working drawings were completed before building started. 
The late Dr. Joad might have commented that it depends upon what is meant 
by ‘completion of working drawings.’ Reference is made to delays in obtaining 
planning and other consents, but from the figures presented these do not appear 
unduly to extend the period between completion of sketch plans and completion 
of working drawings; that is not to deny that there is urgent need to speed 
up these approvals. Other factors contribute to the average period of four 


months which is shown to elapse between the receipt of tenders and the start 
of work at the site. 


The report is concerned with long-term effects, but of course the period that 
elapses between cause and effect is very much less when change of investment 
policy causes a halt just prior to the signing of a contract. Similarly, at the 
time of relaxation these projects are at a stage where progress can be resumed 
in a comparatively short time, provided of course that the client has not had 
second thoughts in the meantime. 


Whilst commending the authors on their industry and expressing satisfaction 
that the Minister has entrusted this inquiry to the RIBA, one must question to 
what extent the practices and processes involved in the design of buildings— 
normally one-off creations to suit individual requirements—can usefully be 
analysed on a time basis. As the report suggests, there is no * average ° building, 
and there must be almost as wide variety in the abilities of the architects and 
other technicians involved in the creative processes and the expression of the 
design in terms of working drawings, specifications and bills of quantities. 
And their output is further conditioned by the immeasurable effect of the 
attitude of the client and particularly so if he has second thoughts. 


Nevertheless, the identification of common obstacles to progress and definition 
of the action that should be taken to remove them, together with advice upon 
the most efficient organisation and methods appropriate to the pre-contract 
stages, would be of valuable assistance towards the attainment of that greater 
operational efficiency which is essential if the architect is to survive as an 
independent agent. Here the BRS large-scale inquiry suggested in the paper 
could help.

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Notes of the Week 


* Design Pays’ 


A REPORT, apparently verbatim,. of 
that lively ‘Design Pays’ Sympo- 
sium on speculative housebuilding held at 
the RIBA last May under the chairman- 
ship of Sir Hugh Casson, has now been 
published in booklet form, with an attrac- 
tive coloured cover and enriched with 
some thirteen pages of illustrations, 
photographic and technical. The discus- 
sion ranges widely over the field of specu- 
lative housebuilding, and although nearly 
all the speakers have some frank things 
to say about the shortcomings of the other 
parties involved in the business, it is grati- 
fying to note that they are virtually unani- 
mous in the conviction that ‘ design pays,’ 
financially as well as aesthetically. 

It is a pity that no one got down to the 
question of architects’ fees for this sort of 
work (where firms are not big enough to 
employ staff architects), but presumably 
this is too delicate a matter for public 
discussion. We note that Mr. Norman 
Wates referred to the Package House 
Plan Scheme which he believed the Insti- 
tute was sponsoring, and we shall hope to 
be hearing more about this in due course. 
In the meantime, anyone who wishes to 
know what has been and is being done to 
improve the design of speculative housing 
can be recommended to read this report.

Bank Rate Reduced 
To the building industry, which has 
had to bear much of the brunt of the 


credit squeeze, the latest reduction in the 
Bank rate, from 5 to 43 per cent., is 


particularly welcome. The reduction of 
1 per cent. is not of course very large 
in itself, and the encouragement it has 
given the industry comes as much from 
its significance as an indication that the 
pound’s stability allows the Chancellor 
to take this step as the change in interest 
rate itself. 

It seems rather unfortunate that the 
Building Societies Association should 
have been so quick to shatter the hopes 
of many potential and actual house- 
owners that mortgage rates might now 
be reduced, for within half an hour of 
the announcement of the cut in Bank 
rate the Association had issued a dis- 
couraging statement. The A :-ociation 
made it plain that a general reduction in 
interest rates was necessary before build- 
ing societies could reduce rates paid to 
investors and, therefore, those charged 
on house loans. 

But while the building societies may 
have a real problem here, such an un- 
compromising statement from the BSA 
(which is fully reported on page 313), 
seems to imply an unwillingness to give 
the matter the very careful appraisal that 
its importance demands. If building 
societies cannot do better than this they 
will run the risk of losing a good deal 
of the public’s good will, and it will not 
be surprising if other societies follow the 
Halifax Building Society’s lead in reduc- 
ing their interest rates independently of 
the BSA’s advice. 

Shri L. M. Chitale 

A SIGNAL distinction has been con- 
ferred on the eminent Indian architect, 
Mr. L. M. Chitale, in the form of the 
award of ‘Padma Shri,” which is the 
Indian equivalent of knighthood. The 
award, conferred by the President of 
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L. M. Chitale, FRIBA, of Madras, India, on wom 
the President of the Indian Republic conferred 
the title ‘Padma Shri’ (see Note) 


India in New Delhi, is the first of its 
kind made to an architect in private 
practice in India for his contribution to 
the progress of Indian architecture. Shri 
L. M. Chitale became ARIBA in 1924 
and Fellow nine years later. He practises 
from Madras. The citation, which out- 
lines the principal points of his career 
and mentions the more prominent of his 
buildings (one of which, the Reserve 
Bank of India, Nagpur, was illustrated 
in The Builder of June 6), commences: 
‘Eminent architect Shri L. M. Chitale 
has given a new style of construction 
which reflects his capacity for adapting 
Western principles to suit Eastern con- 
ditions.’ Shri L. M. Chitale is at present

Garden Township, Johannesburg

Planning Staff and Time for 
Planning 


To the Editor of The Builder 


GQ IR.—Congratulations to ‘ Manager’ 

who wrote so pointedly in your 
issue of August 1 about the urgent need 
to channel more ‘experienced supervisors 
with first-class minds’ into the work of 
planning contracts. It is a pleasure to 
support his belief that preplanning is a 
prime management duty that takes years 
to learn, and to endorse his conclusion 
that ‘ you cannot preplan effectively un- 
less you have the right calibre of staff.’ 
Such men are not ready-made and must 
be trained. 

As the general foreman is the ‘chief 
planner’ and the ‘king-pin’ upon whom 
the success of building depends, it is essen- 
tial for him to believe in planning as an 
essential tool for successful job running. 
The best foreman today feels he cannot do 
without the assistance of planning and 
method study specialists when forecasting 
his programme, deciding his methods and 
telling others what he wants; and he is the 
first to admit his need for further training. 

Yes! Brightly coloured charts alone have 
very little value to foreman or managers 
who want to use the charts for controlling 
site activities, unless they are supported by 
full schedules of requirements. Even then 
the foreman needs to work out with the 
planner more useful details for the day-to- 
day control and adjustment cf his job, such 
aS operation sequence studies and monthly 
and weekly programmes. 

The essence of practical planning lies in 
the capacity of technical men to visualise 
the pattern or sequence of operations in 
building and to schedule the operations to 
suit practical methods of construction. In 
doing this, the planner must evolve new 
ways for describing and measuring the work 
in each operation; the standard method of 
measurement is quite inadequate for this 
purpose as it merely describes finished work 
and not how to achieve it. 

I agree that planning is a skilled manage- 
ment process and I believe that the plan- 
ning office should be headed by a senior 
manager of the construction department. 
When you are selecting the right men for 
planning, do not forget that the function of 
a planning officer is essentially to advise and 
assist foremen and managers who are con- 
trolling production. Thus, any building 


technologist with wide technical experience, 
who is also skilled in using the techniques of 
work study, incentives, planning and pro- 
duction control, would be suitable. 

He must, however, have enthusiasm and 
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vision, and be able tv express himself 
clearly to practical men. He must hold the 
confidence and respect of the men on the 
sites and be the person a foreman wants to 
approach for advice on methods. The 
planner also needs a questioning attitude to 
building methods and a capacity to help 
others to make the decisions. Such quali- 
ties are rarely held by young surveyors who 
have had too little opportunity for practical 
experience. Yes! Only ‘first class minds 
can become first class planners.’ But, would 
not foremen and supervisors be more likely 
to become first class agents and managers 
if they had been successfui planners for a 
few years? The planning function must 
therefore become one of the stepping 
stones towards better foremanship and for 
graduating into top management. 

However, all this skill and experience is 
wasted unless we all realise that, to plan 
properly before the work starts, adequate 
time is required for the foreman, planner 
and contracts manager to prepare the de- 
tails. It is here interesting to observe the 
official recognitian of the need for a ‘ Con- 
tractors Planning Time’ in the report of 
the RIBA Inquiry into the Building Time- 
table (your issue of August 8) which 
allowed four months’ planning time for a 
job which takes 18 months to build. 
Was this, however, just the time between 
submitting tenders and the notification of 
acceptance? If so, half this time should 
have been enough for such purposes, thus 
allowing a full two months for actual plan- 
ning.

Car-parking in Front Gardens 
To the Editor of The Builder 


&IR.—It is disconcerting to note the 

lack of success that attends the 
efforts of local authorities to control the 
front-garden parking nuisance. I see 
from your last issue (page 273) that the 
refusal of Hendon Borough Council to 
permit the construction of parking space 
for a car in the front garden of a house 
in its locality has been over-ruled by the 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment on appeal. It appears that control 
can be exercised only when planning 
permission is necessary either for the 
construction of parking space or for the 
formation of a means of access to a 
classified or a trunk road. Local authori- 
ties have no powers of control over this 
sort of thing where properties front on 
to a district road. 

Presumably, therefore, we must reconcile 
ourselves to a continuing decline in the 
amenities of areas built up before the motor- 
car age. Many such areas, where the 
houses lack space for the building of a 
garage adjacent, and there is no land for the 
erection of lock-up garages, already present 
a sorry picture—walls and fences broken 
down, gardens littered with bricks and 
rubble, rutted with wheel tracks and 
soddened with oil, to say nothing of the 
depressing spectacle of vistas of shrouded 
cars. What these roads will look like in a 
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few years’ time when every family has a 
car one shrinks from imagining. 

Can nothing be done? I should like to 
see this subject ventilated in your columns. 
It seems to me to be time that local authori- 
ties were given powers to cope with this 
menace to the amenities.

Cellular Concrete and Fire Risk 
To the Editor of The Builder 


IR,—In your issue of July 11 last, a 
statement appeared in the article on 
‘Thermal Insulation of Industrial Build- 
ings, by Mr. G. H. Schram, under 
Classification of Linings 6, ‘ Insulating 
Concretes, that for cellular concrete a 
foaming agent is preferable to aluminium 
powder which fills the cells with hydro- 
gen. 


This statement appears to be based 
upon the mistaken assumption that the 
hydrogen generated during the oxidising 
of the aluminium is retained. This is not 
the case. For precast concrete aerated 
blocks and units any hydrogen not dis- 
placed by air as soon as the expansion of 
the concrete slurry is complete would be 
displaced during the high temperature 
steam curing. We would further com- 
ment that the cell structure of the aerated 
concrete is not in any case impervious to 
hydrogen, which would in any event be 
diffused and replaced by air within a few 
days.

Unit Quantities and The Architect 


By J. E. COOKE, ARICS 


A feature of the system of construction developed by Mr. Donald Gibson, CBE MA. 
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ARIBA, whilst County Architect of Nottinghamshire County Council, is the stan ‘ard. 
isation of components and details resulting in the production of a set of star dard 


drawings available to architects using this type of construction. 


A logical conseqi ence 


of these standard details is standard or ‘unit’ quantities to go along with them. 


Such a unit quantity method of measurement, making use of electronic calcu’ ating 
equipment, has been devised by Mr. J. E. Cooke, ARICS, a partner in the firm of Bdge. 
water & Coulton, chartered quantity surveyors, who in the following article ex: lains 
some of the advantages which this has for the architect. Whilst the method disc isseq 
has been developed from experience gained with the CLASP (Consortium of _oc 
Authorities School Programme) system of construction, there is no reason wh’ any 
similar system or programme of work, using standard details or components, c nnot 


benefit from this unit quantity approach. 


=e is nothing revolutionary about 

the idea of Unit Quantities and, other 
than simply outlining their nature, no 
attempt will be made here to explain the 
technicalities of what is merely another 
facet of the quantity surveyor’s job. The 
fact that punch cards and electronic 
calculating equipment have now been 
used successfully along with this particular 
method of preparing quantities is, perhaps, 
something of an innovation and therefore 
will be dealt with briefly. The really 
important question is how the architect, 
and his client the building owner, can 
benefit from the use of these methods now 
that they have been brought into practical 
use; and it is with this question that I 
feel we should mainly concern ourselves 
now. 

The successful preparation and _ sub- 
sequent use of unit quantities depends to 
a great extent upon the way in which the 
architect prepares his detail drawings. As 
the method under discussion here has been 
based upon experience gained whilst work- 
ing on the CLASP system of construction, 
it may be useful therefore to look a little 
more closely at the drawings which have 
been prepared in connection with this 
particular system. 


Standard Detail Drawings 


The standard detail drawings which 
have been produced by the Nottingham 
architects, in collaboration with the Archi- 
tectural Departments of Derby County 
and Coventry City, form a considerable 
achievement in themselves, and merit far 
more attention than has previously been 
given to them. They are divided into 
groups or sections, $1, S2, S3 and so on, 
each section dealing with a particular 
aspect of the construction. So, S5 deals 
with the external screens, or windows as 
they are called, and the sheets containing 
the various details within this section are 
numbered S5/1, S5/2, etc. Staircases, 
partitions, ceilings, plumbing, all have 
their sections and the grouping is thus 
maintained. 

Wherever possible within the details, 
items are coded or referenced. This 
applies right through from the simple cod- 
ing of individual items such as concrete 
cladding units, in-fill panels or steel 
members to the coding of the actual com- 
posite units into which these items may be 





built. As an example, complete staii cases 
are coded, and it is simply their code 
number which appears on the job dr:.wing 
and nothing else. 


All this adds up to a very important fact 
with which we are concerned in discussing 
unit quantities. Stated simply it is this 
The sectionalising and coding has produced 
detail working drawings of component 
parts, these parts being composed within 
clearly recognisable limits; and from the 
details of these clearly defined components 
it has been possible to translate the idea 
of unit quantities into a reality. 


Unit Quantities 


Simply speaking, Unit Quantities are 
no more than small ‘packaged’ units of 
quantities for individual parts of a whole: 
in other words they are small bills of 
quantities for perhaps a complete window, 
a staircase, or anything else of a similar 
nature. The parts for which these unit 
quantities are prepared we call ‘com: 
ponents’ and, although some of the 
things we choose to call by this name 
would not come under the definition set 
out by ‘The Architects’ Journal’ some 
years ago (August 27, 1953), the word 
generally fits our need, particularly as a 
specific label becomes necessary when 
electronic calculator methods are intro- 
duced. Some of these components for 
which unit quantities have been prepared

and so into the main bills. 
Electronic Data Processing 

Having prepared the unit quar‘tities. 
the data contained in them is trans erred 
to punch cards. From these cards 
mechanical sorting and electronic -alcu- 
lations provide us with the conso! dated 
answer to all the items of quantitie~ con- 
tained within the unit quantities, (or a 
many components as may be ree iired. 
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THE PUNCH CARD.—This card contains the information that the detailed quantities for ten windows, type 13, of the CLASP system are needed, 


nodified to Covertry requirements. 


Once the data has been punched into the 
cards. which is quite a speedy process, 
the t me taken in actually computing the 
answ °rs is very small and is done completely 
autoi iatically. All the necessary extend- 
ing, timing, checking and _tabulating 
is done automatically and the answer 
print-d ready for embodying into the main 
Bill cf Quantities. 


idvantages of the Method 


Initially, a lot of time has to be spent 
in preparing the unit quantities in order 
to build up a useful store of information, 
just as it has been necessary to devote time 
to preparing the standard details. How- 
ever, once this library of information has 
been created the advantages of its use 
soon become obvious. In addition, the 
use of mechanical methods of computing 
has the advantage of making for con- 
siderable savings in time and, by removing 
the human element from the operation, of 
reducing the possibility of errors and con- 
sequently obviating a lot of laborious 
checking of manuscript work. 


The greatest advantage, however, lies in 
the universal nature of the unit quantities 
once they have been prepared, for they 
can be made available to anyone who may 
need quantities for components which 
have been dealt with in this way. It is 
only necessary to prepare a_ schedule 
showing the quantity of each component 
required, against the provision of which a 
detailed consolidated schedule of quantities 
can be provided. This consolidated sched- 
ule can then be embodied into the main 
Bill of Quantities. Certain minor adjust- 
ments may be required, such as the sub- 
stitution of obscure glass where clear glass 
has been measured in the unit quantities, 
but t ese are easily dealt with and, in fact, 
are routine operations in a quantity 
surve yor’s work.

of different windows is thus obtained 


scheme or in the future development of a 
system. For instance, it has already 
been possible to provide members of the 
Local Authorities’ Consortium with sched- 
ules showing the comparative cost of 
complete window units as built into the 
job; and the cost of other similar com- 
ponents can easily be arrived at. This 
allows immediate cost comparisons to be 
made at the design stage, virtually on the 
drawing board. Coupled with the inform- 
ation gained from cost analyses it should 
also make for more accurate estimates at 
the earliest conception of the job. 
Flexibility 

Any system of measurement by means 
of unit quantities must never be so rigid as 
to deter the architect from developing 
his ideas and altering his detail drawings. 
It must, in fact be completely flexible and 
be able to cope with all modifications and 
amendments which are likely to arise. 
Fortunately, this is possible and a recent 
considerable modification to the external 
glazed screens of the CLASP system has 
been quite easily absorbed. As a result, 
unit quantities are now available for either 
the original or the modified Coventry 
version of these screens. In other words, 
a modification does not necessarily make 
the work put into any previous unit 
quantities abortive. This flexibility has 
been tested even further by successfully 
taking the modification just mentioned 
through into the stage of measuring 
variation orders, where omissions and 
additions have to be contended with, and 
at the same time having the data processed 
and the answers obtained from the elec- 
tronic calculating equipment. 


Conclusions 


The very high degree of standard detail- 
ing achieved by the CLASP team, whilst 
it may be anathema to some people, does, 
it seems to me, fall in with the need of our 
times where building programmes having 
the slightest element of repetition about 
them are concerned. Basically, the situa- 


Fed with other cards into electronic equipment, a consolidated detailed schedule of quantities for any number 


tion now is one where, a system of con- 
struction having been devised, the use of 
standard type components is made avail- 
able to the architects of quite a number of 
Authorities for them to assemble as they 
think best. Whilst it gives the architect 
freedom, within certain broad limits, 
to design the layout of his building and 
allows him the choice of a fair range of 
elevational treatments, at the same time 
it relieves him of the necessity of preparing 
all the detail drawings. Soa large amount 
of repetition and duplication of effort is 
avoided, making for a considerable saving 
in both time and money. 

It may seem that the efficient and 
economic working which the system 
creates sets a challenge to the rest of the 
professions in the industry. Speaking as 
a quantity surveyor, an attempt has been 
made to meet this challenge by devising 
a system of measurement which not only 
takes the standard detail drawings and 
converts them into standard unit quantities 
but which then makes use of all the latest 
electronic calculating and punch card 
equipment to speed up the process and 
increase the efficiency of the service which 
the

OBITUARY 
H. B. S. Gibbs, FRIBA 
THE DEATH is announced of Mr. 
Henry Beckett Swift Gibbs, FRIBA, 
MTPI, of Sheffield. Mr. Gibbs, who 
was born in 1889, became ARIBA in 
1914 and Fellow in 1935. He _ had 


gained Distinction in his Final thesis and 
some years ago was awarded the RIBA 
Distinction in Town Planning. In the 
session 1957-58 he was President of the 
Sheffield, South Yorkshire and District 
Society of Architects and Surveyors, a 
body of which he had been hon. secre- 
tary as long ago as 1926. He was a 
Member of the Town Planning Institute. 
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i early 1953 the Building Branch of the Ministry of 

Works, then Public Works Department, was instructed 
to draw up plans for terminal buildings with a financial 
ceiling of £110,000. 

Records, which went back to 1946, of passengers and 
freight were analysed to determine the rates of increase 
and the pattern of peak flows. It very soon became obvious 
that a building which would have a useful life of, say, 
ten years after completion, and assuming that the past 
rate of increase did not vary, would cost very much more 
than £110,000 and have to have more advanced facilities. 
A very preliminary estimate gave a minimum figure of 
about £350,000. Having obtained acceptance by the 
Government of the financial implications of this prelim- 
inary survey, basic planning was commenced. 

During the planning the closest co-operation between 
all interested parties was essential since the runway, apron 
and buildings must finally form a single integrated unit if 
economy and efficiency were to be achieved. To this end 
a Planning Committee within the Ministry of Works was 
set up with powers to co-opt specialists, and this committee 
remained in existence until all planning had been com- 
pleted. The value of this arrangement cannot be over- 
estimated. 

Consultations were held with the Airline operators, 
DCA Meteorological Department, Customs and Immi- 
gration, and the EA Posts and Telegraphs. As a result 
of these discussions the estimated cost increased again, 
this time to £450,000. 

After a visit to Zurich Airport certain principles of 
design that were used there were adopted and have been 
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Nairobi Airport, 
Kenya 


adhered to throughout. They are that the building should 
be as simple as possible, as flexible as possible, and that 
baggage and passenger routes should be, in total, as short 
and straight as possible between the air and land sides. 
Simplicity has been attempted by using a single level 
arrival and departure system. Passenger and baggage 
routes are the shortest distance between two points, being 
completely straight and obvious. Passengers from either 
the land side or the air side can see completely through the 
building to their immediate destination of either plane, 
bus or car, so that the number of directional signs is 
reduced to a minimum. Flexibility has been achieved 
by the use of a modular reinforced concrete frame with 
non-structural partitions, and wherever possible the 
partitions, particularly in public areas, consist of slazed 
timber screens. 

In order to help the recurrent revenue of the building 
very considerable facilities for the public have been 
incorporated. These consist of shops, a bank, a post 
office, a very large waving base, bars and a restaurant. 
Efforts have been made in the plan to separate pure 
spectators from passengers and their friends. The position 
of the car park helps in this, as spectators, having left 
their cars, enter the building by a side entrance into a 
concourse with direct access to the waving base, but 
separate from that of the passengers and, although there 
is no physical barrier between the passenger, concourse 
and the public concourse, most of the attractions are in the 
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latter, and it is thought that few real spectators will linger 
in the passengers’ concourse, but will be enticed up to the 
waving base fairly quickly. 

The waving base, at first-floor level, overlooks the 
apron and runway and can accommodate some 2,000 
people. It is designed on two levels, is partly covered and 
from it access is given to the public bar at one end and 
the public restaurant at the other. The emergency 
exit from the waving base can, if necessary, be used as 
a private entrance to the restaurant. 

The control tower is 65 ft. in height, which gives a 
clear view of both ends of the runway, and it is sited at 
one end of the building so that when the second runway 
is built a complete view of this will also be given. The 
control top is double glazed with anti-sun glass on the 
outer skin and is artificially ventilated. 

There are five restaurants in the building, transit, 
public, crew, staff and African canteen. It is obviously 
most economical if these can all be served from one kitchen 
and this has been achieved, although the kitchen spreads 
itself onto two floors and is connected by three service 
lifts and a staircase. The public and transit restaurants 
can be combined by the building of a staircase in the well 
connecting the two restaurants so that, when the building 
is extended, the existing public restaurant can become 
transit with a new public restaurant in the extensions. 

For reasons of economy and because orders for materials 
had to be placed exceedingly early, the decoration has 
been kept as simple as possible, reliance being placed on 
people, furniture and hangings for colour and interest. 

In addition to the main buildings there are, of course, 
a large number of ancillary ones.

ILLUMINATION 


By a Lighting Engineer 





LA IPS and lighting were so well 

r presented at the recently held 
Flect cal Engineers’ Exhibition that 
even he most casual visitor could not 
fail tc be impressed by the rapid progress 
and continuous development in_ this 
speci: ised field. 

Th most striking aspect of modern 
artific al lighting is the almost universal 
recog ition of its potentialities in archi- 
tectur 1 design. Top lighting from parti- 
ally «* completely luminous areas, for 
instan °e, is now generally accepted as a 
satisf: story solution to the problem of 
integr. ting lighting and ceiling. _Inter- 
pretat on of this principle varies with the 
suppli' r, which is of advantage to archi- 
tects «nd builders who are now being 
offerec a wide and flexible range of com- 
petitiv: ly priced components. Freed from 
the worries of structural limitations and 
high cost of specially produced elements, 
the de-igner will now be able to create 
an eccnomical lighting scheme in har- 
mony with the mood and style of the 
interior. 





























































Diffusing Surfaces 
A variety of diffusing surfaces suitable 
for use in suspended luminous ceilings 
was exhibited, all of which were illu- 
minated by tubular fluorescent lamps. 
Lamp rating, length, spacing and mount- 
ing height naturally depend on _ the 
amount of illumination required and the 
nature of the cavity obstructions. Often 
the lamps and their control gear are 
accommodated in continuous trunking 
mounted on, or suspended from, the solid 
ceiling. The ceiling diffuser, which is 
‘broken-up’” into panels or sections, is 
supported by a suspended light-weight 
grid attached to the main ceiling or to 
brackets carried by the trunking. 

Many users favour ‘ egg crate’ plastic 
louvring on account of its high luminous 
eficiency both when new and during 
Hoperating life, and this is available in 
pYarious panel and cell sizes and with 
different patented methods of hingeing or

removal to facilitate lamp changing and 
maintenance. 

For example, the ‘ Paragrid-Tile,’ 
which is 16 in. square, has 4 in. by + in. 
bi-planar louvre cells giving a shielding 
angle of 40 deg. These panels, con- 
structed of moulded white polystyrene, 
are supported by *‘U”’ track channels, 
enabling a ceiling area to be treated with 
16 in. wide strips. When illuminated the 
ceiling has a distinctive and elegant ap- 
pearance, surface brightness being re- 
duced to a minimum. 


The ‘Ionlite’ suspended ceiling has 
been so designed that the size and shape 
of the individual panel, available in a 
range of translucent and solid infillings, 
can be varied with ease to suit individual 
requirements. The supporting grid, con- 
sisting of ‘V’ section beam-type cross 
members, can be stove enamelled any 
colour and can be fitted so as to produce 
a flat ceiling. The standard panels avail- 
able are opal * Perspex’ sheets (plain or 
regular design), PVC sheets, hardboard 
(plain or perforated) and a plastic mate- 
rial with an indented pyramid design. 
The last-named has the appearance of 
regular louvre cells but, as it is moulded 
from a complete sheet, lamps are com- 
pletely concealed. 


Two manufacturers offer a luminous 
ceiling based on a 3 ft. square modular 
panel of vinyl plastic. Most of these 
panels are of domed formation and their 
flexibility and shaping facilitate sim- 
plicity of removal. ‘They can be supplied 
as translucent diffusers of white opal or 
in saturated colours such as green, red, 
blue and even black, thus permitting pat- 
terned ceiling effects which can be easily 
changed on site to suit individual re- 
quirements. Acoustic baffles, in various 


colour finishes, can be applied to the grid 
supports for sound control and decora- 
Plastic 


tive purposes. panels can be 





drilled, if required, to clear fire protection 
sprinkler heads. 

The ‘Lumenator’ module ceiling is 
composed of 2 ft. square standard dif- 
fuser trays of vinyl or acrylic plastics. 
The basic designs are concentric square 
patterns, but variations incorporating 
symbols or monograms are possible if a 
ceiling of individual character is desired. 
The same firm supplies the ‘ Lumenated ’ 
ceiling which comprises 3 ft. wide corru- 
gated plastic sheeting. This has been 
used, with special metal framework, for 
forming luminous ceilings in all types of 
decorative, commercial and _ industrial 
interiors. 


Light with Acoustics 


Diffusing panels for incorporation in 
2 ft. modular acoustic tile or heating 
panel ceilings seem to be included in the 
lists of most manufacturers. They are 
supplied in standard sizes of 2 ft. by 2 ft., 
2 ft. by 4 ft. and 2 ft. by 6 ft., to replace 
one, two or three panels, respectively. 
Each unit is complete with an inverted, 
ceiling recessed tray containing two, 
three or four fluorescent lamps and con- 
trol gear. The diffuser panel (plastic, 
glass or louvres) can be hinged or com- 
pletely removed for access purposes. 

Although plastics are still widely em- 
ployed in tungsten lamp fittings, many 
iirms are exploiting the aesthetic possi- 
bilities of shaped decorative glasses. 
Basic designs can be so assembled as to 
produce a wide variety of individual fit- 
tings, thus encouraging individuality of 
expression without excessive expense. 
Most manufacturers have now realised 
that basic component design enables 
them to keep prices down and this pro- 
cedure is welcomed by users since fittings 
can be converted quite easily on site in 
order to meet a change in the usage of 
an interior. Fluorescent luminaries are 
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now being marketed with a control gear 
channel to which is added a diffuser or 
reflector of the standard proprietary 
range. It was noted with great satis- 
faction that many such fittings are now 
supplied with plug and socket connections 
and local fuses. 


Among the fittings employing cold 
cathode fluorescent tubes was a totally 
enclosed ‘ Perspex’ diffuser specially de- 
signed for food factories. Its great 
advantage is the long life of 15,000 hours 
and the reliability of its control gear. 


Increasing attention has been given to 
the problems of operating lighting fittings 
under hazardous conditions and there 
were many examples of special purpose 
tungsten and fluorescent lamp units. The 
latter, for instance, can now be purchased 
from stock as dust-proof, vapour-proof, 
corrosive-proof, flame-proof and sub- 
mersible types. A new development is 
an industrial reflector constructed of 
fibreglass and ‘ Perspex,’ which is suitable 
for laboratories and plating shops. Also 
available is a channel batten, sheathed in 
white PVC, which is fully protected for 
use in chemical works, dye houses, cotton 
mills, etc.; plastic reflectors can be added 
for increasing the downward lighting 
component and minimising direct glare. 

The problem of satisfactorily illuminat- 
ing the underside of a motor vehicle can 
be solved by using a ‘ Pitlite’ fluorescent 
lamp fitting supplied with an adjustable 
dispersive or angle reflector. This unit 
has been designed for mounting on the 
side wall of the garage pit. 


For outdoor installation in public 
gardens, parks, promenades, petrol 
stations and so on, a wide spread of well- 
diffused light is desirable. For such pur- 
poses enclosed, plastic or glassware fit- 
tings, complete with inverted dish reflec- 
tor and steel or concrete pole, have 
become popular. A variety of these 
‘mushroom’ fittings can be obtained, 
some of which can be used with a range 
of tungsten, mercury, sodium and tubu- 
lar fluorescent lamps. 

A pleasing fitting for the lighting of 
lofty arcades, railway station concourses, 
and shopping centres employs ‘ hairpin- 
shaped’ cold cathode fluorescent tubes, 
enclosed by a conical-shaped patterned 
‘Perspex ’ diffuser. The fitting is 5 ft. in

height and has a top 3 ft. in diameter. 

An important requirement of modern 
displays is a high-intensity, tungsten fila- 
ment, light source of comparatively small 
size. The advantages of embodying the 
reflector in the lamp itself have long been 
recognised and there is quite an extensive 
range of internally mirrored ‘ spotlights.’ 
Two interesting newcomers in this field 
are a 12-volt 50-watt lamp and a 28-volt 
20-watt lamp. As they are both compara- 
tively small, it will be possible to install 
them in showcases and display features 
where space may be at a premium. 
Supply would have to be via a trans- 
former which can, of course, be con- 
nected to a number of low-voltage lamps. 


For special effects, in which bare lamp 
light is undesirable, a narrow beam spot- 
light is necessary and this has usually 
meant the employment of lens control. To 
meet requirements economically a highly 
polished anodised aluminium reflector 
has been designed, for use with a 24-volt 
or 230-volt, 100-watt, bowl silvered lamp.

The light beam (maximum intensity 62,000 
candelas) has a simple focusing adjust- 
ment enabling the area of the spot to be 
varied. The results produced on scin- 
tillating objects such as precious jewels 
displayed on a black velvet background, 
would be very dramatic. The reflectors 
can be supplied red, yellow, and blue 
tinted, to give coloured light beams. 


A new 375-watt internally mirrored 
reflector lamp will be found useful for 
high mounting. It produces an illumina- 
tion of 4 ft. cdls. at a projection distance 
of 30 ft. Two types of 150-watt para- 
bolic reflector lamps are now made with 
heat-resistant glass, thus permitting their 
unprotected use, for garden and fountain 
lighting (electrical connections should, of 
course, be watertight), 


Advantages in manufacturing tech- 
nique have now made possible a reduc- 
tion in the physical size of 150- and 
300-watt tungsten filament lamps, thus 
assisting in the design of lighting elements 
in which accommodation is restricted. 


General service lamps of 1,000 and 
1,500 watt rating can now be supplied in 
hard glass to withstand the thermal shock 
of water or rain splash. This will en- 
courage their use in open fittings which 
are used outdoors, e.g., industrial area 
floodlighting. Mercury vapour fluores- 
cent lamps having improved colour 
rendering qualities have long found 
favour for factory, public wharf, and 
garage lighting and the latest addition to 
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High intensity narrow beam spot 
light by Philips Electrical Ltd. 


this range is a 50-watt lamp. It has 
light output greater than that of .

HIS new Institution, which is a special State hos- 
pital for mental defectives, has just been com- 
pleted and received its patients. In its design the 
special usage of the buildings has been the controlling 
factor regulating everything from the general con- 
ception down to the smallest detail, but so far as 
possible within the limits thus dictated, every effort has 
been made to eliminate an ‘institutional’ appearance. 
Situated between Carstairs and Carnwath villages,

close to a railway which had to be bridged to form the 
entrance, the new buildings occupy the top of a low oval 
hill in a landscape of sandy mounds and peat pockets. 
The immediate surroundings are pastoral with occasional 
plantations of fir. Not far away to the south flows the 
River Clyde and, beyond, Tinto Hill dominates the back- 
ground. 

From the existing Institution (built before the war, on 
the other side of the road) the new Institution obtains 
kitchen and laundry services. There are 11 separate 
buildings in the scheme. They consist of five blocks of 
living accommodation, a hall-occupational therapy unit, 
administrative block, boilerhouse, search lodge and two 
ancillary buildings for staff cycles and gardeners’ tools, 
etc. The lay-out has been planned to allow for further 
extension. The larger living accommodation blocks 
housing respectively 40 and 30 patients are on two floors 
with the sleeping accommodation in cubicles on the upper 
storey and the day and dining-rooms, attendants’ room, 
toilet, boot room and doctors’ room, on the ground 
floor. Metal grilles at the top and bottom of the stair 
connecting the two floors isolate it so that patients are 
confined to the ground floor during the day and the upper 
floor at night. The attendants’ room is placed in as 
central a position as possible and amply glazed to permit 
of maximum supervision. The heating of the cubicles is 
by means of coils in the concrete ceilings, into which, too, 
are fixed flush light fittings with armoured glass. Each 
cubicle door has a small inspection slit regulated from the 
corridor that enables the attendants to check on the 
patients’ movements. Heating in ground-floor rooms is 
by low-pressure hot water radiators. In the single-storey 
20-person block, the patients tend to be unsettled and

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they thus spend more time in their cubicles, which are 
larger in size. 

As its name implies, the hall-occupational therapy 
block consists of two main parts; the hall where the main 
functions held are cinema shows and concerts during 
the week and religious services on Sunday, and the occu- 
pational therapy unit which is divided into two wings 
where instruction and practice in various crafts is given. 
The administration block contains in the front doctors’ 
and nurse attendants’ rooms, to the rear is the main store 
for the Institution. 

Facilities for recreation are provided in a bowling green

and football pitch. Both are at the south end of the site 
where, too, horticulture can be engaged in by the patients 
who will also cultivate the grounds and gardens to a 
lay-out scheme drawn up by the architect.

The need for security, and the necessity to withstand ‘ t tet 
the rigours of an exposed position, has necessitated a 
fairly substantial construction. No flat roofs, as possible E FE} 7 
hiding places for escapees, nor pipes, nor lamp posts 
which could be climbed, were allowed. A high fence, 
which the architect has designed on the cant and with a 
curved overhang to make scaling difficult and to soften 
its aspect in the landscape surrounds the site.

Heat is distributed from a central 
boilerhouse situated at a low part of the site through 
ducts to calorifiers in the various units. The cost of the 
scheme was approximately £330,000.

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News of the Week 


Churchill College, Cambridge 


GIR LESLIE MARTIN, FRIBA, Pro- 
fessor of Architecture at the Univer- 
sity, has been retained as consulting archi- 
tect for the proposed new Churchill 
College, Cambridge. He is now, it is re- 
ported, considering who should be re- 
commended as the architect to draw up 
the final plans. It has been suggested 
that the weight of this task could be 
alleviated if a competition for the most 
suitable design were held. Negotiations 
for a site are also now well under way, 
and although the position of this has not 
yet been disclosed there are indications 
that it will be 36 acres of ground owned 
by St. John’s College next to the univer- 
sity observatory on the Madingley-road, 
about a mile from the city’s centre. 

Sir Winston Churchill, who is taking 
a continued interest in the college, has 
told the committee responsible to start 
building ‘as soon as possible and with 
all possible haste.’ This should now be 
financially possible as, it is announced, 
£2,750,000 of the £3,500,000 needed for 
founding the college has been collected 
and more than a further £200,000 has 
been promised. 

When the college is completed it will 
accommodate 600 graduates and about 
60 fellows. It will be the first predomi- 
nantly scientific and technical college to 
be founded in Cambridge. When it opens 
the first year’s students will probably be 
about 450 in number. 


Management and Cost Control 


A ONE-DAY course on Management and 
Cost Control will be held at the Archi- 
tectural Association on Friday, October 
17, commencing at 10 a.m. The object 
of the course is to examine the tech- 
niques of management and cost control 
which are becoming increasingly vital to 
the profession, and to see whether a 
knowledge of them can be brought into 
the architect’s training in both the 
graduate and post-graduate stages. 

Talks will be given by a management 
consultant, two practising architects and 
a practising quantity surveyor. Vacancies 
for the course will be allotted in order 
of application and will be limited to a 
maximum of 50. 


Photographic Competition 


A NOVEL kind of competition is being 
sponsored jointly by the Swiss photo- 
graphic magazine Camera and _ Inter- 
national Asbestos-Cement Review, also 
edited and printed in Switzerland. Archi- 
tects and photographers — and, for that 
matter, the general public—are asked to 
submit photographs of high quality of 
recent buildings in the construction of 
which asbestos-cement products were 
used. As lay participants may not know 
what asbestos-cement is and where it is 
to be found, the organisers are issuing a 
prospectus which gives the conditions of 
the competition together with a brief 
survey of architectural applications of 
asbestos-cement. 

Apart from the general aim of the 
competition — to promote architectural 


photography in general and the co-opera- 
tion between architects and photo- 
graphers in particular—the competition 
is interesting on two other counts. An 
unusual jury has been assembled com- 
posed of three photographers with an 
international reputation: Karel Blazer, 
of Amsterdam; Hans Finsler, Zurich; 
Franz Hubmann, Vienna; and three well- 
known architects: Vittorio Gregotti, 
Milan; F. M. Cadbury-Brown, London; 
and Giinther Wilhelm, Stuttgart. Also 
amongst the adjudicators is M. Ro 
Martinez, Paris, editor of Camera and 
organiser of the Venice photographic 
biennale. First prize is a Swissair ticket 
Zurich- New York return. The prize 
money amounts to about £1,100.

Exchanging Architects 


FOLLOWING the Congress of the Inter- 
national Union of Architects held in 
Moscow from July 20-28, Mr. Arthur 
Ling, FRIBA, City Architect and Plan- 
ning Officer, Coventry, was invited to 
Stalingrad by the architects there to see 
the progress of reconstruction in the city. 
He was received by the Mayor of the 
City, and in the course of discussion he 
made a proposal that the architects of 
Stalingrad should design a building to 
be erected in Coventry and that the 
Coventry architects should design a 
building for Stalingrad. 

The City Architect of Stalingrad after- 
wards said that if this proposal was 
approved by the Coventry Corporation 
he would like to see a swimming bath 
built by the Coventry architects. He had 
seen the plans for the proposed swim- 
ming bath in Coventry and found this a 
very interesting project.

A HUNDRED YEARS AGO 
From The Builder of August 21, 1858 


THE METROPOLITAN COW-SHEDS.—At 
this season of the year the officers of 
health should examine with vigilance the 
conditions of these places, which are still 
sO numerous in the midst of our popula- 
tion. From various quarters we have 
heard complaints, some from those living 
close to the cow-sheds, of the continual 
and offensive smell which constantly 
arises.

On a sudden a smell of 
the worst kind fills every apartment of 
the rooms thus situated, and most people 
wonder whence it comes. 

If it be considered necessary to con-

which the worst gases arise in 

bourhoods where almost every ho 
occupied by 40 persons or more 
should be carefully sought for 1 
places, for the managers of these 
display almost as much ingenuity i 
cealing these unsuitable visitors as 
Irish tenants do on the occasion 
visit from the tithe proctor,

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international Federation of Landscape Architects 


WASHINGTON CONFERENCE 


IN his opening address to the Sixth Con- 

ference of the International Federation 
of Landscape Architects held in Washing- 
ton, DC, on July 1, Mr. G. A. JELLICOE, 
FRIBA, MTPI, PPILA, hon. life president, 
said that the purpose of his address was to 
assess landscape values in the modern world 
against an historic standard that was beyond 
dispute. ‘The age in history which I have 
selected,’ he said, ‘is the Periclean age in 
Greece, and the contemporary canvas with 
which it will be compared will embrace the 
modern world with particular reference to 
the landscape achievements of the various 
pavilions at the Brussels Exhibition. Since 
the Periclean age is the best of its kind in 
history, it is only fair to compare this with 
the best of its kind of the present century, 
and to overlook and forget the fact that to 
produce a single work of art today means 
littering the world with tens of thousands 
of works of the commonplace and ugly. 

‘It is often a matter of surprise to the 
modern mind that a country so small as 
Greece should have reached such lofty 
standards. But smallness and compactness 
seem to have been an advantage, and it is 
the small city state that has been responsible 
for most of the progress in the history of 
art. The equivalent in the world today is 
such a country as Denmark, where the stan- 
dards of landscape are always a source of 
delight and astonishment to her visitors 
from England. In such a land as England 
there are too many people with too many 
ideas doing too many things. Too many 
people. Too many clients. Too many 
committees. 

‘The most debatable book on landscape 
in the present century is to my mind that 
by Gyorgy Kepes called “ The New Land- 
scape in Art and Science.” The thesis of 
the book is that a vast range of hitherto 
unknown patterns exist in nature which 
could be introduced into the arts of land- 
scape and painting. But as Mr. Burchard 
points out, our eyes do not, for the most 
part, perceive the world around us, and 
only concentrate now and then on what is 
enjoyable. This contention (and I am in- 
clined to agree with him) is that modern 
man is handicapped in his aesthetic sensitivity 
by the appalling fact that his faculties are 
dormant most of the time, solely to protect 
them against ugliness and the commonplace. 


Urge for Clarity 
‘The Greeks, on the other hand, de- 
veloped their perceptions largely by letting 
them dwell perpetually upon a remarkable 


landscape. The light in Greece is crisp and 
clear, and so are the hills and the islands. 
The land formations are seen as separate 
and decisive form, whereas in most parts of 
the world the forms slur one into the other. 
The constant presence of this phenomenon 
gave to the Greek an urge for clarity in his 
form which was realised particularly in 
sculpture.’ 

On the achievements of the modern 
world, Mr. Jellicoe said: ‘Here we have 
liberation of building forms by glass, we 
have night illumination which can present 
Nature in a fresh aspect, and we know more 
about the beauty of water than the Greeks 


either imagined or indeed wanted. Brussels 
by night would leave the Ancients dazed 
by its splendour. Yet I do not really think 
that either the Greeks or ourselves have 
begun to explore the mysteries and beauties 
of this most romantic of all landscape mate- 
rials. 

‘ Many visitors to Greece feel at first that 
the landscape is colourless. This impression 
is corrected in a few days, and one then per- 
ceives a sensitivity of colour that is delicate 
beyond words. The Greek used strong 
colour on his buildings in very small areas. 
This colour would be permanent against a 
background of the constantly changing but 
infinitely subtle colours of the natural land- 
scape, and would therefore give a sense of 
stability in the same way as did the archi- 
tecture.’ 

Continuing, Mr. Jellicoe said: ‘The 
Greeks abhorred a straight line approach, 
for they liked their buildings to be seen in 
three dimensions as rock outcrop is seen. 
This sensitivity between art and nature is of 
peculiar interest in the modern world, for 
our fear is that our way of life may become 
over ordered and mechanised, and we have 
a biological urge within us to return to the 
natural environment from which we spring, 
to which we belong, and to which we must 
inevitably return. 


The Brussels Exhibition 


‘There are many examples of this inter- 
locking of geometry and nature in the 
modern world. I would give pride of place 
to-day to the German Pavilion at Brussels. 
This is a brilliant study in the interlocking 
of geometrical and natural form, and to my 
mind the loftiness of the conception and 
the care with which the building has been 
detailed not only equals its counterparts in 
history, but points the way to the future in 
a manner that is an inspiration. 

‘In comparing the present age with that 
of the Periclean age in Greece, we’ are 
faced once more with the fact that the 
modem world has potentially a super- 
abundance of ideas, whereas the Greek 
world was comparatively restricted. There 
are, in fact, only a limited number of ideas 
in Greek architecture, but how splendid 
they are, and how well they were developed 
no matter where the landscape! 

‘I would place the purely materialistic 
idea of the Dutch pavilion at Brussels as one 
of the finest achievements of its kind. Here 
you have the idea of water, not tranquil 
water, or water from fountains, but water 
in waves such as the waves of the North 
Sea which the Dutch have to combat. This 
Has been taken as the theme of their beauti- 
fully executed pavilion. 

‘An idea lies behind everything physical. 
Every commission, and this applies most 
particularly to landscape, contains within it 
the germ of an idea, and it is the first re- 
quirement of the designer to ferret out 
this idea and thereafter never to 
let it go. I must repeat, as the greatest 
lesson we can learn from history, that any 
design without idea and depending on tech- 
nique alone, is sterile. Equally, any design 
that has a multitude of ideas but no single 
idea, is confusing and disturbing.’ . 
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BANK RATE REDUCED 
Builders’ Favourable Reactions 


HE reduction in Bank rate from 5 to 

44 per cent., announced on August 14, 
has been favourably received by builders, 
but the first reaction of the building societies 
has been one of caution upon the possible 
effects of the reduction on the rates of 
interest they themselves charge to borrowers 
who are buying their homes. 

The reduction was not unexpected as it 
was felt that the conditions had for some 
time been established for a reduction had 
not the Middle East crisis supervened. 

In official circles it was emphasised that 
the half per cent. reduction was in line with 
recent credit relaxations and was justified 
both by internal trends, such as the spread- 
ing of unemployment in certain trades, and 
by the continued strength of sterling. The 
Bank of England explained that the change 
made it possible for the authorities to have 
greater freedom of movement in future, in 
the sense that Bank rate could now be 
moved upwards or downwards from 4} per 
cent. 


NFBTE’s Comments 


A spokesman of the National Federation 
of Building Trades Employers told The 
Builder that the reduction in Bank rate could 
give a valuable stimulus to home owner- 
ship. The present building society rates of 
interest had been in operation for about two 
years, during which time Bank rate had gone 
up to a peak level of 7 per cent., since when 
it had been progressively reduced. This latest 
reduction should make building societies 
think very seriously about reducing the in- 
terest rates charged to borrowers. 


Generally speaking, the spokesman con- 
tinued, the whole building industry would 
welcome the reduction in Bank rate as 
another step in the right direction for stimu- 
lating trade. With lower interest rates build- 
ing owners were likely to put in hand more 
work and builders themselves were more 
likely to go ahead with work which they were 
responsible for financing. Good borrowing 
facilities were the lifeblood of the building 
industry, and the more easy it was to borrow 
the better could builders keep prices at an 
economical level. 


Building Societies’ Statement 


The Building Societies Association, in a 
statement, said that it might not be apparent 
for some time whether the fall in the Bank 
rate now announced would have any effect 
on the rates paid and charged by building 
societies. ‘In general,’ the statement con- 
tinued, ‘before they can reduce their 
mortgage interest rates building societies 
must first lower the rates paid to 
their investors. This cannot take place 
until there has been a_ sufficient re- 
duction in the general level of interest 
rates and particularly in the rates currently 
offered by competitors with building societies 
for the savings and investments of the pub- 
lic, such as the National Savings Committee, 
local authorities, finance corporations and 
industrial companies.’ 

The Halifax Building Society, which is not 
a member of the Building Societies Associa- 
tion, has announced that its mortgage rate 
will be reduced from 6 to 54 per cent. with 
effect from December 1. 
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Radcliffe Infirmary, Oxford 


PUBLIC ACCOUNTS COMMITTEE'S STRINGENT COMMENTS 


Stringent comment on a scheme of adaptations and new construction at the 
Radcliffe Infirmary, Oxford, estimated in 1955 to cost £434,390, but which are 
now expected to cost slightly more than £1 million, exclusive of professional fees 
and equipment, is made in the third report of the Committee of Public Accounts 
session 1957-58 (HMSO, price 1s. 6d.). The report states: ‘Substantial economies 
would have resulted had the work been properly planned in advance and had the 
various additions requested during the course of the work been critically examined 
by the Ministry and the Treasury before being put in hand.’ The Committee express 
the hope that future commitments on this particular project will be effectively super- 
vised and they recommend that the Ministry of Health’s arrangements for financial 
control of large building projects should be reviewed so as to ensure that the Ministry 


are fully informed of any particular developments in sufficient time. 


This, they 


think, is particularly necessary in relation to the projects of teaching hospitals. 


HERE follows the full text of that 
section of .the Committee’s report 
which deals with Control of Expenditure: 
‘In March and May, 1955, the Ministry 
of Health obtained Treasury approval for 
building projects, estimated to cost 
£434,390, in connection with a scheme 
for adaptations and new construction at 
the Radcliffe Infirmary, a teaching hospital 
associated with the University of Oxford. 
In August, 1956, the Treasury were in- 
formed that the latest estimate for the 
scheme was £815,000 and that the Board of 
Governors of the hospital had proceeded 
with a considerable amount of work with- 
out the Ministry’s prior authority. The 
Treasury agreed that the scheme should 
continue, and the Ministry authorised the 
Board of Governors to proceed with 
works already started. They expressed, 
however, their grave concern that work had 
been undertaken without st >cific authority 
and told the Board that any modifications 
to the proposals or any expenditure in 
excess of the approved limits were not to 
be undertaken without the Méinister’s 
authority. 


Ministry Authority Given 


‘Despite this definite direction the Board 
subsequently placed a contract for work 
not covered by Ministry authority and 
notified the Ministry of anticipated excess 
expenditure on certain parts of the scheme. 
The Ministry considered that the work 
could properly have been sanctioned had 
authority been sought and therefore gave 
the authority. But the Board’s normal 
capital allocated was reduced to compen- 
sate for the increased costs of this scheme, 
which fall on the centrally financed pro- 
gramme, and they were asked to consider 
disciplinary action against those respons- 
ible for the failure to seek Ministry author- 
ity. A committee set up by the Board to 
investigate reported that any disregard of 
the Ministry’s instructions arose from 
genuine misunderstanding and no dis- 
ciplinary action was necessary. The in- 
quiry revealed, however, disquieting fea- 
tures in the administrative arrangements 
for handling the scheme; these are now 
being improved. Measures have also 


been taken to strengthen the staff engaged 
on the project. 

‘Your Committee were informed that 
the latest estimates available indicate that 
for those parts of the scheme already put 
in hand the ultimate cost will be about 


£570,000 against the original estimate of 
£286,390. The complete scheme originally 
estimated to cost £434,390 will now cost 
slightly more than £1 million. These 
figures exclude professional fees and the 
cost of equipment for which the Ministry’s 
consent is not specifically required. In- 
clusion of these items brings the total 
cost of the scheme to some £1,400,000. 
The increase over the original estimate 
is said to be due to the Board of Governors 
not having adequate information of what 
was required when the first estimates were 
submitted; to elements of the scheme 
having been overlooked before the work 
began; and to various additions being 
made as the work progressed, frequently 
at the instance of the professors who would 
be in charge of the departments being 
provided. 

‘The Ministry, while not defending the 
Board’s methods, stated in evidence that 
they were satisfied that the scheme had 
not cost substantially more than if it 
had been properly planned, and had not 
resulted in any obvious loss to the Ex- 
chequer. Your Committee have no doubt, 
however, that substantial economies would 
have resulted had the work been properly 
planned in advance and had the various 
additions requested during the course of 
the work been critically examined by the 
Ministry and the Treasury before being put 
in hand. Instead of such advance plan- 
ning and critical examination the work 
proceeded in what was described to Your 
Committee as “an unenlightened rush” 
which must surely have accounted for part 
of the increased cost. 


‘The failure to seek the Ministry’s prior 
approval before various sections of the 
work were put in hand occurred despite 
the standing instructions to Boards of 
Governors and even after specific represen- 
tations had been made to the Board in 
December, 1955, and again in August, 
1956. Your Committee are seriously 
concerned that the Board, under “* extreme 
pressure by the University,” should have 
been able to commit the Ministry to con- 
siderable extra expenditure without prior 
approval. In this particular case the extra 
expenditure is said to be such as would 
have received approval had prior approval 
been sought. The disregard of the Minis- 
try’s instructions, however, might well 
have resulted in the Exchequer being 
committed to expenditure which would 
not have bn approved by the Ministry 
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or the Treasury. That it did not do so 
appears to be fortuitous. Although the 
primary responsibility for these irregulari- 
ties must rest with the Board of Governors, 
Your Committee consider that the Minis- 
try’s supervision of their agents, the 
Board, has also been ineffective. The 
conduct of this scheme both by the Board 
of Governors and by the Ministry has 
considerably weakened Treasury control 
over the expenditure. 

‘Your Committee trust that future com- 
mitments on this particular project will be 
effectively supervised and they recom- 
mend that the Ministry’s arrangements 
for financial control of large building 
projects should be reviewed so as to ensure 
that the Ministry are fully informed of any 
developments in sufficient time. It seems 
to them that this is particularly necessary 
in relation to the building projects of teach- 
ing hospitals where there is a division of 
responsibility between the Board of Goy- 
ernors and the University and where the 
Board may be subjected to pressure by the 
associated University.’ 


Non-Exchequer Contributions 


In the section of the report dealing with 
contributiors from non-Exchequer con- 
tributions, the Committee state that the 
Ministry have recently agreed with the 
Treasury and the University Grants Com- 
mittee a formula defining the respective 
responsibilities of the Minister and the 
university in connection with expenditure 
on a hospital building scheme. The Univer- 
sity of Oxford had offered to make a con- 
tribution towards the capital cost of the 
Radcliffe Infirmary schemes, totalling 
£176,000 towards the 1955 estimate of 
£434,390. In view of the fact that the 
University are unable to find further 
money for this scheme from private 
sources and that they were told at the 
beginning that the whole of the Exchequer 
contribution would come from the Minis- 
try, the Ministry have decided not to seek 
a further contribution from the University. 

On this the report comments: ‘As a 
result of this decision it appears that 
expenditure, which is properly a University 
liability, will be met out of the Vote for 
the National Health Service and will 
reduce the amount available for legitimate 
capital expenditure on that Service. Your 
Committee regard this as an improper 
use of moneys voted for the Health 
Service. 

‘They understand that this work is of 
great importance and they do not think 
that it should be stopped until an adequate 
contribution from the University is forth- 
coming. They recommend, however, that 
the Ministry, in schemes of this kind, should 
ensure that commitments for the pro- 
vision of facilities and equipment which 
are not properly a Health Service liability 
should not be entered into until funds are 
made available from sources other than 
the Health Service Vote.’

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MoE SUMMER COURSE 


uilding Teachers Visit Western 
Germany 


HE annual summer course of the Minis- 
try of Education was held in Western 
ermany from July 11-19 thereby creating 

, precedent in the field of technical and 

ercial education. The course was 
pganised by Mr. J. R. Newman-Booth, 

MI, Staff Inspector for Building, assisted 
y Mr. J. R. Tolson, HMI, and Mr. 
B. C. G. Stevens, HMI. They were accom- 
panied by 37 heads of departments and 
schools of architecture and building from 
England, Wales, and Northern Ireland. 

The party as- 
sembled at Darmstadt 
on July 11, and the 
following day a visit 
was paid to the Tech- 
nisc he hochschule, 
where they were wel- 
comed by the rector, 
Professor Dr.-Ing. 
Schmieden, and 
shown round each of 
the depaitments re- 
lating to architecture, 
building, civil and 
structural engineering, 
The party were struck 
by the enormous size 

the laboratories 
the fact that 
the work 
mwas related to prac- 
tical problems in 
which the professor 
or lecturer was engaged as a consultant and 
in which the students were assisting as part 
of the course. In the Wasser-Bau labora- 
tory there was a ‘mock-up’ of a problem 
on erosion taking up about one-third of 
the area whilst in others similar problems 
of a practical nature submitted by industry 
were examined. 

Although Saturday afternoon was set 
aside as a ‘ free period,’ all the members of 
the course took the opportunity of visiting 
the Baumusterhaus to see the permanent 
exhibition of building materials. 


The visit on Sunday was to Heidelburg, 
where the party were conducted through 
the University and Castle. Later they were 
given a lecture on ‘ The Planning Problems 
in an Ancient University Town.’. A tour of 
the medieval town of Oppenheim followed. 

On July 14 Frankfiirt-am-Main was the 
objective and after visiting Westhausen, a 
well-known housing colony of the late ’20s, 
the party proceeded to the Staatsbauschule. 
The afternoon was spent in visiting a num- 
ber of housing projects in the city. In the 
evening the party entrained for Kassel. 

The following day there was an official 
reception for the members of the course. 
Lectures and discussions on general educa- 
tion in the primary and secondary stages in 
Western Germany and the linking of further 
education with the work of the schools pre- 
ceded visits to workshops, laboratories, 
classrooms and drawing-offices. Later, a 
short lecture was given by the director, 
Herr Cordes, on ‘The Work and Aims in 


the Full-time Training of the Engineering 
Student.’ 


Wednesday morning was spent in a tour 
of the rebuilt parts of the town, finishing 
at the famous Wilhelmshohe Castle. 

On July 17 the itinerary included visits to 
the Staatsbauschule, and to new housing 
estates in the town. Before entraining for 
Aachen, a brief tour of the municipal 
gardens was made. Next day the party was 
received at the Technischehochschule. In the 
afternoon they were shown round the 
Rathaus, an exact copy of the ancient town 
hall destroyed during the war. A coach tour 
of the town followed. 

At the conclusion of the course, Mr. E. J. 
Elmes, head of the Building Trades De- 
partment, Brixton School of Building, ten- 
dered the thanks of the members to the

Ministry of Education for making this first 
visit of a building teachers’ course to the 
Continent possible, and to the organiser for 
the excellent programme and arrangements 
made. He expressed the hope that similar 
Visits might be arranged in future years. 


ELECTRICITY AND 
WORLD PROGRESS 
Britain’s Contribution 


TPPHE fact that the electrical manufacturing 

industry was Britain’s second greatest 
exporting industry was referred to by Sir 
GEORGE NELSON, ‘LLD, MIMechE, MIEE, 
in his presidential address to the tenth 
British Power Convention. 


Sir George, who spoke on the subject 
of ‘ Electricity and World Progress—Britain’s 
Contribution ’—the theme for the Conven- 
tion proceedings—also drew attention to the 
significance to the electricity industry of the 
formation of the European Common Mar- 
ket. The Convention was attended by 
about 1,000 delegates from 40 organisations 
representing all sections of the British 
electrical industry. 

To demonstrate the truth behind the claim 
that electricity brings better living to the 
world, Sir George presented some estimates 
based on discussions at the 1955 Geneva 
Conference on the peaceful use of atomic 
energy. In 1900 the world population was 
1,600 millions, in 1950 it had increased to 
2,400 millions and he estimated that, in the 
year 2,0C0, it would be 3,700 millions. In 
1900 the world consumption of electricity 
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was 9,000 million units, in 1950 it had in- 
creased to 1,000,000 million units and he 
estimated that, in the year 2,000, the con- 
sumption would be 9,000,000 million units. 
Expressing electricity as a percentage of the 
world total fuel consumption, the figures for 
the years 1900, 1950 and 2,000 were 3, 21 
and 47 per cent., respectively. In 1950, 
industrial production was five times greater 
than it was in 1900 and he estimated that, 
in 2,000, production would be 810 times the 
1950 figure. 

He said that Britain had made an unparal- 
leled contribution to development in all 
parts of the world. Britain had made 
important advances in the distribution - of 
electricity. The total capacity in England 
and Wales now exceeded 24,000 megawatts, 
almost the whole of which was fed straight 
into the 275 KV super grid or 132 KV grid, 
so making this the largest inter-connected 
supply system in the world. 

Another major contribution which 
British industry had made to world progress 
had been in the export of electrical equip- 
ment to all parts of the world. Great 
Britain had beer responsible not only for 
sending a large amount of machinery and 
equipment to overseas countries but had 
also been involved in the execution of com- 
plete electrification projects. In Australia, 
New Zealand, South Africa, Rhodesia and 
in many other countries, almost the whole 
of the generating and distribution equip- 
ment had been supplied from the UK. 

Equipment and money were not every- 
thing and the British electrical industry, 
both in its manufacturing and supply 
aspects, had contributed immensely to the 
establishment of industries in other coun- 
tries by their willingness to train young 
men from many parts of the world in the 
operation and maintenance of the equip- 
ment produced in Britain. 


The world demand for electricty was 
steadily increasing but we could not take 
the growth of our exports for granted. Three 
major factors which had to be taken into 
consideration were the growth of local 
manufacture in countries which were 
formerly among our best markets; the 
development of export business by other 
countries; and financial and trading develop- 
ments such as the recent creation of the 
European Common Market. 

The growth of local industries not only 
created a demand for industrial equipment 
and electric power, it also led to the 
creation of towns, cities and wage-earning 
populations with a powerful demand for 
amenities. All experience indicated that 
the demand for imports of electrical equip- 
ment tended to grow more rapidly in 
industrial countries than in non-industrial 
countries. 

The formation of the European Common 
Market was of the greatest stgnificance to 
us. If it went ahead and we were not 
associated with it through a free trade area 
or in some similar fashion we might find 
ourselves trading under very great handi- 
caps in this most valuable market, and the 
Continental manufacturers operating within 
the common tariff wall with a home market 
of some 350 million people might well be 
able to outstrip us in size and productive 
capacity and so be able to compete with us 
in Commonwealth, Asiatic and Latin 
Ametican markefs on more favourable 
terms. 








Fifth Congress in Moscow 


MORE than a thousand architects 

from 50 countries taking part in the 
Fifth Congress of the International Union 
of Architects held recently in Moscow 
heard VYACHESLAV SHKVARIKOV, 
director of the USSR Institute of Town 
and District Planning, talk about build- 
ing and planning ef towns in the Soviet 
Union, Poland, Czechoslovakia, Rumania, 
Hungary, Bulgaria and Eastern Germany. 
Stressing the vast social and economic 
changes which have taken place in the 
countries of Eastern Europe since the 
war, he said that those changes had 
created a new basis for the development 
of town planning. The building of towns 
in the Eastern European countries was 
now an integral part of the national 
economic plan. It was only on the sound 
basis of a planned economy that they had 
been able to organise such large-scale 
efforts in restoring devastated towns, 
building new towns and transforming 
existing ones. 


Soviet Planning Policy 


In the Soviet Union, he said, between 
1926 and 1956 a total of 564 new towns 
and more than 1,000 urban-type housing 
estates had been constructed. He pointed 
out that those centres had come into 
existence mainly in sparsely populated 
areas where industry was not highly’ de- 
veloped. They had favoured rapid economic 
and cultural development in the country, 
bringing industry nearer to the sources of 
raw materials and to consumer areas. 
‘Soviet architects, he said, ‘consider it 
undesirable for big towns to continue to 
grow without any limit. That is why the 
USSR has decided to forbid further 
building of industrial undertakings in towns 
with populations of more than half a 
million.’ 

Referring to the artistic problems and 
the problems of composition involved in 
town planning and building, he said that 
architects and planners in the Eastern Euro- 
pean countries were now faced with the 
task of creating architectural unity in every 
town, including the larger ones. 

Mr. ARTHUR LING, city architect and 
planning officer of Coventry, expressed his 
sympathy and friendship for all who had 
suffered in the war and wished all town 
planners success in their work of restora- 
tion. He had a special message for the 
representatives of Stalingrad. Professor 
LIANG SI-CHENG, vice-president of the 
Chinese Architects’ Association, told the 
congress about town planning in Eastern 
Asia and especially in China and Japan. 
Mr. Henry S. CHurCHILL, a member of the 
American Institute of Architects, gave some 
interesting facts illustrating the process of 
decentralisation of American towns. The 
congress heard a report by the city archi- 
tect of Amsterdam, Mr. K. vAN ESTEREN, 
on building developments since the war in 
Denmark, Britain, France, Holland, Nor- 
way, Switzerland, Germany, Italy and 
Sweden. Town planning, he emphasised, 
must ¢mbrace towns as a whole and must 
take into account the continuous change so 
characteristic of the present age.

‘ DIAGRID’ FLOOR FOR 
US EMBASSY 


Unusual Type of Design 


A FLOOR of unusual design, a ‘ diagrid’ 

floor, is being built by Wates, Ltd., in 
the new United States Embassy at Gros- 
venor-square, London. The grid, which is 
on the first floor, contains over 200 tons of 
steel and requires £6,000’s worth of shutter- 
ing and supports to the floor. 

The full area of the main block and both 
wings will be patterned on the underside by 
diamond-shaped relief work in diagrid con- 
struction, fashioned by the use of precast 
units, 26in. deep, U-shaped and set at 7ft. 
9tin. centres, the over-all depth of the level 
being 42in. made up of 1lin. and 4in. slabs 
and 3lin. and 38in. projecting beams beneath. 

The construction of this floor is being 
undertaken in three phases. First, the set- 
ting out and placing of the diagrid precast 
units, steel-fixing’ and concrete pouring for 
same. Next comes the placing and fixing of 
trunking for air conditioning, ventilation, 
heating, plumbing and electrical carcasing, 
including cork insulation for trunking. Then, 
with shuttering placed at the second slab 
soffit level, the third phase constitutes steel- 
fixing and pouring of concrete for the floor 
slab proper. 

The work, whilst it is going on, is sup- 
ported by an intricate mesh of tubular 
scaffolding and: adjustable jacks, designed 
and supplied by S.G.B. Ltd. The grillage of 
these supports is at approximately 5ft. 9in. 
centres, which relates to the 11ft. grid on 
which the building is based. 

At this floor level the perimeter of the 
building juts out from the lower external 
supports and the floor, therefore, is canti- 
levered from the columns below a distance of 
7ft. with a slab thickness of 1lin. all round 
the building. The main reinforcement is 
carried over the top of the diagrid units. 
The architects for the new Embassy are 







Messrs. Eero Saarinen & Associates, and 
the associate architects Messrs. Yorke, 
Rosenberg & Mardall. The consulting 
engineer is Mr. Felix J. Samuely, and the 
contractors for excavations and reinforced 
concrete framework are Wates Ltd. The 
Modular Concrete Co. Ltd. are the manv- 
facturers of the precast units, which have a 
fair-face finish ready for painting. 


BCURA 
Annual Report, 1957 


"PPHE British Coal Utilisation Research 

Association recently published its 
Annual Report for 1957, which contains ex- 
tensive information about the Association 
and its activities during the year. 

Among the research programmes. that 
were substantially completed was that de- 
voted to small-pipe, forced-circulation cen- 
tral heating. The development of this sys- 
tem is the outcome of work in the Associa- 
tion’s Domestic Appliance Laboratories, and 
represents a major contribution of research 
towards the better use of solid fuel in the 
home. 

The implementation of the Clean Air Act. 
states the report, will call for reliable means 
of assessing the amount of grit and dust 
emitted from chimneys. During 1957, the 
Association completed its work on the for- 
mulation of procedures and on the design 
of equipment for measuring such emission. 
The experience gained is to be made avail- 
able nationally through a handbook. 

The work carried out by the Association 
on behaif of the Boiler Availability Com- 
mittee included tests at a number of power 
stations to evaluate means for inhibiting 
corrosion in boilers due to the condensation 
of acid, It also comprised laboratory studies 
on the release of chlorine, alkalis and sul- 
phur during the combustion of coal.

This train of thought started in my 
mind the other day on a building site 
when I asked for a plumb rule and 
regretfully had to accept the modern 
instrument which is now used every- 
where in its place. 

I Jiked the plumb 
rule or plumb bob 
as we used to call it. 
I liked it because it 
was simple. The 
carpenter could 
make it on the site, 
and no matter how 
rough it was, it was 
bound to be accur- 
ate. A_ piece of 
wood about } in. in 
thickness, 5 in. wide 

as - and 4 ft. long, with 
wh. Bob a pear-shaped hole 
about 3 in. in dia- 
meter cut near the bottom: add a piece 
of string with a weight attached and there 
you had all the ingredients necessary. Of 
course it only had one use, to adjust 
uprights, whereas the present instrument 
does both levels and verticals and works, 
as we all know, with a spirit level. 

I have no doubt it is a much better 
instrument and easier to use; otherwise it 
would not have been adopted instead of 
the old, but being conservative I have an 
affection for the old method. You could 
play tricks with it and make it do pretty 
well what you wanted by being a bit dis- 
honest and adjusting it with your little 
finger—but then I suppose you can with 
the spirit level. It is, however, one thing 
less to carry in the tool kit. You could 
see it sticking out at either end of the bag. 
Although the modern version is smaller, 
itis much more expensive. 

I mourn the passing of the plumb bob, 
as I do the passing of the story rod and 
other things—but science and building 
must go hand in hand, and no architect 
would wish it otherwise. 


TUNBRIDGE WELLS 
CAFE DECISION 


‘Revolting Fascia’ to be Toned Down 


R. OLIMPIO FORTE’S self-service 
_ café in the centre of a block of 
Victorian houses in Tunbridge Wells’ 
Mount Pleasant may have its mosaic-tiled 
front, says the Minister of Housing and 
cal Government. But—and this may 
quite casily lead to more argument—the 
Mosaics are to be of one type, not striking 
2 colour, and they will be subject to the 
approval of the local planning authority. 


Mr. Forte had bought the Priory Tea 
Rooms for £8,000, and converted them into 
a self-service café ata cost of £12,000 when 
Tunbridge Town Council, in response to 
protests from residents, who described the 
shopfront as having a ‘revolting fascia,’ 
objected to the coloured mosaic tiles which 
Mr. Forte considered were essential to a 
café of this type. 

At the inquiry (reported in The Builder 
of July 4), Mr. M. J. H. Girwinc, Town 
Clerk of Tunbridge Wells, said the council 
wanted to be fair. It did not set itself up 
as an authority on architectural taste, but 
‘this shopfront must be toned down.’ It 
was altogether out of character with its 
surroundings, declared Mr. Girling. 

Commenting on the Minister’s decision, 
Mr. Forte says he is fully prepared to 
meet the council again and come to some 
agreement over the colour scheme. He is 
sorry the dispute had to be taken to the 
Minister, and hopes the council will meet 
him on friendly terms and discuss the 
question again. He added that, if neces- 
sary, he would be prepared to alter the 
colour scheme to some extent according to 
the council’s wishes. But he would not 
cancel it altogether. ‘‘If the council is 
again adamant,’ said Mr. Forte to a 
reporter, ‘we are quite prepared to go to 
the Ministry again.’ 

‘We are perfectly satisfied with the 
Minister’s decision,’ commented the Town 
CLERK. ‘It was the striking colours of the 
mosaics, rather than the mosaics themselves, 
that we objected to. I am quite sure the 
council will react favourably to any pro- 
posal Mr. Forte cares to put forward.’ 


TESTING OF CONCRETE 
New Advisory Leaflet by MoW 


ALTHOUGH the testing of concrete for 
building use is usually carried out by tech- 
nicians in specially equipped laboratories, 
much can be done towards maintaining con- 
sistence and reliability in the material by 
contractors and their operatives on the site. 
The value of this applies particularly to the 
smaller builder. By studying the latest 
Ministry of Works Advisory Leaflet No. 
43, ‘Testing Concrete, published recently 
by H.M. Stationery Office, every concrete 
worker should be able to perform the two 
or three simple necessary operations in a 
reliable manner. 

The first involves the preparation of con- 
crete samples for testing, and requires the 
taking of three samples from the mixer at 
set intervals during a single discharge. The 
thorough mixing of these samples provides 
material either for the making of cubes for 
eventual testing in a laboratory or for a 
slump test. 

Detailed instructions are given in the 
leaflet for performing the slump test, which 
is a useful and easy means of checking 
uniformity in the consistence of concrete 
batchers as work proceeds. So long as the 
slump remains the same, it is not likely that 
any variation in the mix has occurred; but 
if the slump changes it is an indication that 
some alteration which may require correct- 
ing has taken place in the mixing. 

The leaflet is illustrated with descriptive 
diagrams and there is a table outlining 
approximate slumps of concrete for different 
purposes. Copies are obtainable from 
HMSO, or through booksellers, at 4d. each. 
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ACTIVITY IN BUILDING 
AND CONTRACTING 


The Treasury’s Assessment of 
Recent Trends 


The following article on ‘ Activity in 
the Building Industry, in which output 
trends in the various sections of the 
industry are assessed, is reproduced from 
the July issue of Bulletin for Industry, a 
monthly review of the economic situ- 
ation prepared by the Information 
Division of the Treasury: 

"THE building and contracting group is 

one of our major industries, employ- 
ing nearly 14m. and accounting last year for 
about £1,800m. of work done by contractors 
and £350m. by the labour directly employed 
by public authorities; together this amounted 
to about a tenth of total industrial output. 
The rate of housebuilding declined last 
year; and approvals for new factory build- 
ing are now falling. Is activity in the build- 
ing and contracting industry taking a down- 
ward turn? 


All Building 


The industry’s main sectors are housing, 
accounting for nearly a third of last year’s 
output; public authority non-housing work, 
about a fifth; industrial building a sixth; 
commercial building a tenth; and repair and 
maintenance a fifth:

The decline in housebuildings—last year’s 
301,000 completions in Great Britain com- 
pared with 348,000 in 1954—has been widely 
publicised. But it is less generally realised 
that there has been a substantial increase in 
other types of building over the last three 
years. Non-housing work was still rising 
in the first quarter of this year and it is likely 
that the provisions of the Rent Act will lead 
to an increase in repair and maintenance. 
Allowing for less favourable weather this 
year than last, total output of the industry 
was about the same in the first quarter as a 
year earlier:

Housing 


The fall in housebuilding has been in the 
programmes of local authorities, which had 
priority in the years following the war. The 
general housing subsidy in England and 
Wales (though not in Scotland) was with- 
drawn at the end of 1956 and in 1957 local 
authorities concentrated more on the re- 
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placement of unfit houses. New housing 
work on their behalf amounted to £307m., 
9 per cent. below a year earlier allowing for 
higher prices; in the first quarter of 1958 it 
was 18 per cent. below the same period in 
1957. Total expenditure by local authorities 
on new houses is being slowed down by 
1959/60 to not more than 80 per cent. of 
the level of November, 1957, and in the first 
quarter of 1958 the value of contracts placed 
was a third below a year earlier. 


Private housebuilding (now nearly half the 
total) was held down in the early post-war 
period, and up to 1952 less than 30,000 
houses a year were completed for private 
owners. From 1952 there was a big in- 
crease; in 1957 completions numbered 
129,000, just above 1956 and a post-war 
record. Private housebuilding has recently 
been more or less stable at this high level; 
allowing for less favourable weather, it was 
much the same in the first quarter as a year 
ago. It has no doubt been restricted by the 
difficulties of obtaining loans and its future 
pace depends to a considerabl extent on 
the cost and availability of mortgage finance. 
Reports suggest that the flow of funds into 
building societies has been increasing 
recently. 


Industry and Commerce 


Private industrial building in 1957 was 
slightly lower in volume than a year earlier; 
in the first quarter of 1958 it was 3 per cent. 
above a year earlier in value, but, after allow- 
ing for a small increase in prices, there was 
little change in volume. It is possible that 
industrial building may not be maintained 
at the present level, but this sector accounts 
for only some 16 per cent. of the industry’s 
output. New contracts placed for industrial 
building in the first quarter were 7 per cent. 
below a year earlier, approvals issued by the 
Board of Trade were nearly 30 per cent. 
down in the first half year. According to 
the latest Board of Trade. inquiry, .manu- 
facturers expected at the end of last year 
to spend some 2 per cent. less on building 
this year than last. 


On June 17 the Chancellor announced the 
raising of the initial allowances to 30 per 
cent. for plant and machinery and 15 per 
cent. for industrial building; and on July 3 
he announced the end of -restrictions on 
bank advances and important adjustments 
in the scope of capital issues control. These 
measures are expected to provide some en- 
couragement to industrial investment. 


Other private building, mainly commercial, 
amounted to nearly a tenth of the industry’s 
output last year. This sector has been rising 
strongly over recent years; last year’s output 
was 12 per cent. higher than 1956 and over 
a third as much again as 1955. Such building, 
which includes shops, offices and warehouses, 
can contribute substantially to overall pro- 
ductivity. There is no indication of a fall in 
this sector. In the first quarter output was 
5 per cent. above a year earlier; the value 
of new orders was about the same as the 
year before. 


Power, Roads, Schools, Hospitals, etc. 


Non-housing building by contractors for 
public authorities totalled £375m. last year 
after an increase of over one-fifth in two 
years. In the first quarter of 1958 the value 
of this output increased further to nearly a 
tenth above a year earlier. There has also 


been a rise in the building output of labour 
directly employed by public authorities, 
which covers a variety of new and repair 
work, and totalled £350m. last year. 


A number of nuclear power stations are 
to be built, and stations at Bradwell, 
Berkeley, Hinkley Point and Hunterston are 
at present under construction. The road 
programme, launched in 1955, is now taking 
noticeable effect: authorised expenditure in 
1957/58 amounted to £68m., twice as much 
as a year earlier. Work began on the £20m. 
London-Birmingham motorway in March 
and it is hoped to construct 70 miles in the 
record time of 19 months. Work has also 
begun on the £6m. Ross Motorway, which 
by the end of 1960 should be carrying much 
of the road traffic between Wales and the 
Midlands, and on a number of other pro- 
jects. Further road works costing £240m. 
are to be authorised between 1958/59 and 
1961 /62. 


As to educational building, the emphasis 
so far as schools are concerned is changing 
from primary to secondary; there is a sub- 
stantial programme of technical college 
building, and a large and increasing pro- 
gramme of university building: the Ex- 
chequer is to finance the inauguration of 
£12m. worth of university building in both 
1958 and 1959, followed by £15m. a year 
in 1960/63. The large hospital building 
schemes alone which will be in progress by 
the end of 1958/59 will ultimately be worth 
£30m., but there is a considerable backlog; 
only one new health service hospital has been 
completed since the war. 


Conclusion 


Local authority housebuilding is still fall- 
ing; private housebuilding seems fairly 
stable. Industrial building has remained at 
a high level; demand appears to be easing 
off but may be encouraged by recent govern- 
ment measures. Commercial building is also 
steady. In the public sector a number of big 
schemes are getting into their stride. Alto- 
gether, building output was maintained in 
the first quarter and there is little sign of 
any general decline. 


GRADING OF REDWOOD 
EJMA Statement on New Proposals 


THERE has been a certain amount of mis- 
understanding, and some _ ill-informed 
criticism, about the proposals for altering 
the grading of redwood, in particular, 
joinery quality redwood, according to the 
English Joinery Manufacturers’ Association. 

EJMA, which initiated the discussions on 
this subject five years ago, has therefore 
issued a statement to make quite clear what 
it is trying to achieve. This, in brief, is an 
all-round improvement in joinery quality 
redwood, with possibly the addition of a 
small quantity of an extra good quality. 


The two faults about which the Associa- 
tion complains most strongly are far too 
many small dead knots, and far too much 
shake, due mainly to faulty kilning. 


There has not been any suggestion by 
EJMA, except in the widest sense, of 
grading for end use; timber which is suit- 
able for a door lining is not necessarily 
suitable for a door, and timber suitable for 
window-framing may ‘be quite unsuitable 
for sash stuff, and it can thus be seen that 
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grading for specific end uses in joinery 
would present the brackers with ap 
impossible task. 









The Association will shortly be reporting 
on the sample shipment which has already 
arrived, and whatever the outcome of this 
interesting experiment, the Association wil] 
continue to press for the type of timber it 
believes to be necessary for the productiog 
of good joinery.

GYPSUM AND 
ANHYDRITE 


Details of World Production 


HE second publication in the series on 
economic minerals, ‘Gypsum and 
Anhydrite,’ by the late A. W. Groves, DSc, 
has been issued by the Mineral Resources 
Division of the Overseas Geological Surveys, 
Commonwealth Institute Building, London, 
SW7, price 7s. 6d. (post free, 8s. 2d.). 


Gypsum is one of the most important non- 
metallic minerals used in modern industry. 
World-production—at present roughly of the 
order of 30m. tons—has more than doubled 
since the war, and is expanding at a remark- 
able rate largely because of the increasing 
use of the material in building construction. 
Thus, for instance, large tonnages of raw 
gypsum are used as a retarder in Portland 
cement, while much greater quantities of the 
calcined product are used in a wide range of 
plasters, boards, and other compositions. The 
mineral also finds very substantial outlets in 
agriculture, brewi..g, paint manufacture, and 
as a filler, etc. Considerable import markets 
for gypsum are offered by manufacturing 
companies in the United States and in 
Western Europe. 


Anhydrite, unlike gypsum, is comparatively 
a newcomer to the field of bulk commodities 
for industry, but is to-day finding important 
applications especially for the manufacture 
of ammonium sulphate and sulphuric acid. 


All pertinent data concerning the proper- 
ties, mode of occurrence, mining, preparation 
and usage of these two minerals are given in 
this new publication, which incidentally 
shows that Commonwealth countries contri- 
bute one-third to the total world production. 
The discovery of enormous reserves of 
gypsum and anhydrite in British Somaliland 
is mentioned, as also is the very large rise in 
Jamaican output.

NEWS IN BRIEF 
Attracting Industry to Devon 


EVON has launched an energetic cam- 

paign to attract more light industry to 
the county, and behind this drive there is a 
threefold incentive. First, unemployment is 
considerably over the national figure. 
Second, the economic structure of the 
county is somewhat two-legged, resting on 
agriculture and tourism. Whilst the former 
is the mainstay, modern mechanisation has 
meant that less manual labour is being used 
on farms, and this has its effect on the 
unemployment position. Thus it is very 
desirable to strengthen a third leg of the 
economic structure by the introduction of 
more light industry. The third reason for 
the campaign is that many of the best young 
people are having to. go out of the county 
in increasing numbers to earn their liveli- 
hood, especially those who acquire technical 
qualifications, or who are bent on engineer- 
ing and the allied trades. Thus, on grounds 
of unemployment, the economic structure 
and paucity of opportunities for school- 
leavers, the County Council determined 
early in this year that every endeavour 
should be made to attract more light indus- 
try to Devon. Further information from 
the county’s Industrial Development Officer, 
Mr. R. S. Hartree, at The Castle, Exeter 
(tel.

A LARGE selection of mechanical plant 

is now available as an aid to building 
and civil engineering work. Much time 
can be saved by the proper use of mechani- 
cal aids and this may lead to savings in 
cost, but the full) advantages can be 
obtained only if the plant is well managed 
both on the site and off. This Digest sum- 
marises the various costs arising in the use 
of plant as a guide to its management and 
utilisation, It is based on surveys by the 
Station of the cost of owning and running 
contractors’ mechanical plant. 





































































































Annual Costs 


The annual costs include replacement, 
interest, maintenance, licences and insur- 
ance and management. These have been 
expressed as percentages of the current 
purchase price of new plant (Table I). 

For example, the annual cost for a petrol 
mixer as used by a contractor is 31 per 
cent of its current purchase price new, 
made up as:

of years. The costs obtained by the two 
methods differ, because the latter method 
ignores the interest element and the value 
of the plant when sold second-hand. For 
example, on average a concrete mixer, 
properly maintained, will last about 16 
years; on this basis the annual replacement 
cost is 4.00 per cent. If the assumption is 
made that the mixer will only be kept five 
years and no allowance is made for either 
interest or second-hand value, the annual 
depreciation charge will be 20.00 per cent; 
if an allowance is made for interest the 
figure will be 17.24 per cent. If an allow- 
ance for the second-hand value is made on 
the basis that the mixer has two-thirds of its 
life remaining, the depreciation charge will 
be reduced to one not dissimilar from the 
replacement cost. The use of depreciation 
charges, based on such short periods of 
life as four or five years and without an 
allowance for interest and the second-hand 
value, increases the apparent annual cost 
over the period of depreciation by around 
50 to 100 per cent, while at later ages it 
underestimates the actual cost. This 
results in the rejection of some mechanical 
plant that might be worth purchasing, and 
the use of plant, out of its period of 
depreciation, in a wasteful way. 


Daily Charges 


The application of the cost percentages 
given in Table 1 to the current prices of 
new plant gives the current annual costs 
and allows for changes in both the costs 
of replacement and of maintaining the 
plant. Prices often change fairly rapidly 
and the schedule of annual costs should 
probably be revised annually. An addition 
to the costs of an allowance for contin- 
gencies and profits provides the annual 
charges. These have to be spread over the 
periods of use of the machines over the 
year. 

The levels of usage that can be achieved 
will depend on the particular circumstances

and the individual user will, no dcubt, 
estimate his anticipated annual usage rates 
by examining his programme of work in 
relation to his stock of plant, and in the 
light of past experience. The results 
obtained by other users, nevertheless, may 
serve as a guide. It will be seen from the 
figures obtained from a survey of plant 
users, given in Table 2, that some of the 
rates of use are not very high and for some 
machinery the differences between working 
and site time are rather excessive. Since 
the time recorded for site break-downs is 
only about six days a year for most types 
of plant, this difference is mainly a result 
of the plant lying idle on site. It will, of 
course, be appreciated that the machines 
are not necessarily productive for . the 
whole of the recorded working time. 


Where a firm maintains a separate plant 
division, it is usual to debit the contracts 
with a charge for the plant supplied to 
them. The most satisfactory system of 
charging is one that divides the costs of 
plant fairly between the contracts, provides 
charges that are foreseeable, and is flexible 
and gives every inducement to the contracts 
to use the plant on the site intensively, and 
to return it promptly to the plant depot. 
These general principles apply with firms 
of all sizes. A daily period of charge 
appears to be the most satisfactory, with a 
straight charge for each working day the 
machine is on the site, irrespective of the 
actual period for which the machine is used. 


Fuel and Lubricants 


The provision of estimates of the con- 
sumption of fuel and lubricants presents 
certain difficulties. Under operational con- 
ditions, plant is worked for far longer 
periods than would be necessary if the full 
capacity of the machines were used the 
whole time. This is reflected in the recorded 
working hours, which are the only com- 
monly available measure of operation time. 
The figures for fuel consumption, therefore, 
refiect the average consumptions over the 
normal working day (Table 3). 


For the purposes of costing, the current 
prices per gallon for petrol, diesel and 
lubricating oil can be taken as 3s. 11d., 
1s. 10d. and 7s., grease costs around 1s. 
per lb. The consumption of lubricating 
oil increases roughly in proportion to the 
size of plant but varies from one type of 
plant to another. Petrol engines use a 
little more lubricating oil than diesel 
engines; the consumption ranges from 
2 to 10 per cent of the fuel consumption, 
the higher figure relating to such heavy 
items of plant as tractors. The consumption

of grease is very small, and costs only about 
a seventh of the cost of oil. 


Firm estimates of electrical consumption 
are difficult to obtain and the unit costs 
of site electricity and installation charges 
are very variable. In view of this the fuel 
cost of electrical plant has been calculated 
at three unit rates (Table 4). 


Labour Costs 


The labour that must be taken into 
consideration in costing plant is that 
necessary to prepare and operate the plant 
itself as distinct from the labour necessary 
for applied operations such as loading the 
materials. The drivers of mobile plant 
are usually permanently assigned to a 
pafticular machine and attend the machine 
on all its jobs. They are paid up to seven- 
pence an hour over the basic rates for 
labourers and may in addition receive 
bonuses and fairly large amounts of 
travelling expenses and lodging allow- 
ances; their total cost per day including 
time for maintenance work, national 
insurance and holidays with pay contribu- 
tions, will average around 55s. and this 
will be payable throughout the period 
during which the machine is on loan. 


The operators of stationary plant are 
usually labourers employed on general 
work, who are assigned to attending plant 
when the need arises. Such attendance 
may be limited to starting the engines in 
the morning and possibly after lunch, and 
in carrying out day-to-day maintenance. 
An allowance for the cost of such labour 
has been made against the plant, where 
applicable, at about 5s. an hour which 
includes labour on-costs. In addition, 
extra labourers such as _ banksmen 
(observers directing the operator) are often 
required. 


Costs per Working Day 


The separate and combined costs of 
operating the more important types and 
sizes of mechanical plant are given in 
Table 5. 


Most of the site times assumed for the 
purposes of Table 5 are of the order of 
200 days. Many contractors will not be able 
to provide more than 50 days of site use for 
some items of plant; in such cases the 
daily charges will be increased four-fold 
and it may then be cheaper to hire the 
plant than to own it. The rate of 
usage can be increased by providing 
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machines of general rather than restricted 
use. . For instance, it may be cheaper ip 
the long run for all plant to be larg 
enough to meet peak requirements, as the 
additional cost of such machines over the 
cost of machines of a range of sizes opti. 
mum for the usual run of jobs may be 
more than offset by savings resulting from 
the greater usage of all the items of plant, 
This is particularly true with the leg 
expensive plant, where a large proportion 
of the cost is labour cost, and the totaj 
cost is little affected by the choice of siz 
and fuel. It will, of course, be appreciated 
that the figures given in Table 5 are based 
on the assumption that the plant is used 
each day it is on the site. The daily charge 
per working day will rise ia inverse propor. 
tion to its use; if the machine is only used 
half the days it is on the site, the daily 
charge will be twice that shown. 


For most types of plant the combined 
costs are lower for diesel than for petro] 
plant. On the basis used for estimating the 
figures there appears to be little to choose 
between electrical and diesel plant over the 
normal range of unit prices for electricity; 
the actual unit price at which electricity 
and diesel break even appears to vary 
from about 33d. to 10d. a unit according 
to the type and size of plant. 


Transport and Other Incidental 
Costs 


The costs given include for loading and 
unloading plant in the yard but not the 
costs of transport to the site, or unloading 
and the subsequent handling and erection 
there. The costs of transport relative to 
the daily charge can be considerable and 
sometimes it is cheaper to hire plant from 
nearer outside sources than to transport 
the contractors’ plant to sites remote from 
the plant yard—especially if the plant is 
required for only a short period. The 
costs of transport and handling depend 
very much on the peculiarities of the 
individual contract and it is not possible 
to provide more than an indication of the 
factors to be considered. 


Most mobile plant and large static 
plant will need to be transported on a low- 
loader. The smaller mobile plant, small 
cranes, small excavators and most tractors

less to dismantle partially and re-erect 
elsewhere on the same site, the large 
mono-tower cranes may take many hun- 
dreds of man-hours to erect and involve 
erection costs of £2,000 or £3,000, while the 
erection of batching plant may entail the 
expenditure of several hundreds of pounds 
during the period of a contract. Usually 
the average times necessary to erect and 
move plant are available from the manu- 
facturers. 


While the costs of transport and handling 
may add considerably to the total effective 
cost of using plant, the cost of a unit of 
work may still be less than the cost of 
carrying out the work by hand, since the 
output of a machine, especially an earth- 
moving or a transport machine, is often 
equivalent to that of a large number of 
labourers. It will often be found that the 
use of plant is worthwhile even though it 
will only be required on the contract for 
a short period.

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THE DESCENT OF A 
BRICK 


By a Legal Correspondent 


HE interesting legal position that 
arises when contractors are working 
on a building and a brick which is dis- 
lodged strikes a passer-by was exam- 
ined in ‘a recent case by the Court of 
Appeal and reported as Walsh v. Holt 
and Co., Ltd., end Others [The Builder, 
July 18]. 

The plaintiff was walking along the 
footpath of a highway when he was in- 
jured by a brick which came from a 
building in Back Darwin-street, Black- 
burn, owned and occupied by the North- 
Western Electricity Board, on which 
Holst and Co., Ltd., and their sub-con- 
tractors, L. Crossman and Co., were 
engaged in working at the time. All three 
parties were made defendants to the 
action. 

The contractors were enlarging the 
windows and the sub-contractors were 
bricking up the epenings to take the new 
windows. At the time only one employee 
of the sub-contractors, a bricksetter, was 
working up above and his evidence that 
no brick came from the scaffold was 
accepted. 

In the case itself there seem to have 
been three different views in the judg- 
ments. The trial judge and Lord Justice 
Sellers found that there was no liability 
because there was no reasonable fore- 
seeability of such an accident happening. 
To rule otherwise would have been to 
make the defendants insurers of the 
plaintiff's safety. In fact, Lord Justice 
Seulers expressed personal doubt as to 
whether the brick was the cause of injury 
but had to accept the trial judge’s finding 
of fact that the brick was the cause. 

Lord Justice Hodson agreed that the 
defendants were not liable, but differed 
from the trial judge because prima facie 
he held that the accident was evidence 
of negligence. He pointed out the prin- 
ciple enunciated in Penny v. Wimbledon 
Urban District Council in 1899 that 
‘when a person through a contractor did 
work which from its nature was likely to 
cause danger to others there was a dutv 
on his part to take all reasonable pre- 
cautions against such danger and he did 
not escape from liability by employing 
the contractor if the latter did not take 
those precautions.’ 


The contractors at the time were per- 
forming work which involved loosening 
or dislodging bricks. But the prima facie 
evidence of negligence in this case was 
refuted by the fact that even when no 
breaking out was being done and the 
likelihood of injury was remote there was 
an inspection by a supervising foreman 
to see that no loose bricks had been left. 

Lord Justice Morris, in a dissentient 
judgment, pointed out the special respon- 
sibilities of owners of adjoining build- 
ings to those using the highway and it 
was no answer that certain safety 
measures were taken. It was not sug- 
gested that the brick had been thrown 
and its fall was strong evidence of negli- 
gence. Leave in this case was given to 
appeal to the House of Lords.

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PRODUCTION OF SAND 
AND GRAVEL 
Regional Statistics Issued 


STATISTICS of sand and gravel produc- 

tion in various parts of the country have 
been published in a leaflet* by the Ministry 
of Works as a guide to producers of aggre- 
gate, local planning authorities and others 
concerned with problems of land use. The 
recent committee on “Administrative Tri- 
bunals and Procedures under the chairman- 
ship of Sir Oliver Franks suggested that as 
much information as possible relating to 
Town and Country Planning appeal cases 
should be available to all parties concerned 
and regional gravel statistics are of con- 
siderable importance for these cases. Pre- 
viously only figures of national output have 
been published. 


The Ministry of Works leaflet gives pro- 
duction figures for the years 1954-57 in each 
of the gravel regions and service areas 
defined by the Advisory Committee on Sand 
and Gravel, which reported in 1948 and 
subsequently on the extent to which land 
should be ‘reserved for the production of 
aggregates. For comparison the leaflet also 
gives the figures which the advisory com- 
mittee calculated as the estimated demand 
in each region or service area, and on which 
recommendations were based. 


Separate figures are not given for some 
service areas where, because of the small 
number of firms involved, they might be a 
guide to the production of individual firms. 


In future, regional figures of sand and 
gravel production will be published in April 
of each year.

CANADA.—Webb and Knapp (Canada) 
Ltd. have announced a project to build a 
shopping centre in down-town London, 
Ontario. Construction will commence 
shortly. Estimated to cost $10m., the 
centre will contain 36 shops, all one-siorey, 
with varying floor space from 500 sq. ft. to 
25,000 sq. ft. Parking for 800 motor cars 
will ‘be available on the roofs. The 
Timothy Eaton Company Ltd. will be the 
chief tenant. The centre will be air- 
conditioned throughout and will have a 
T-shaped hall with entrances from three 
streets, with underground shipping and 
receiving truck concourse serving all shops. 
... The sale of 374 acres of undeveloped 
land, in the north-eastern section of Toronto, 
has been reported. The purchasers were 
Toronto Industrial Leaseholds (1957) Ltd., 
and the price paid was $4m. The area is 
to be developed as a high-grade industrial 
and residential community. . . . Building 
and maintenance costs on Canada’s roads, 
for this fiscal year, are expected to exceed 
$1,000,000,000. It is estimated that federal, 
provincial and municipal governments will 
spend $1,054,000,000 on highways, streets 
and bridges in the fiscal year ending March 
31 next. About two-thirds of the total will 
be for new construction and approximately 
one-third for maintenance. 

GHANA.—The Prime Minister  an- 
nounced recently that his Governmentt’s 
Second Development Plan will cost around 
£100m. It covers development projects 
over the next five years mainly on improve- 
ments and diversifications of agriculture, the 
development of industry both by private 





and public investment, the attraction of 
capital both from local and _ overseas 
sources, the extension of electricity and 
water supplies, particularly in rural districts, 
and the enlargement of the health, educa- 
tion and. broadcasting services. Details of § 
projects that will be included in the Second 
Development Plan are not expected to be 
made known for a month or two yet. ... 
Imperial Chemical Industries are to erect a 
factory at Tema to manufacture insecticides. 
The United Africa Company of Ghana Ltd, 
are planning to build a £1m. soap factory 
at Tema. The same company has selected 
a site for brewing at Kumasi. . . . The 
Government of Ghana has decided, as 2 
result of the recent FAO conference in 
Accra, to construct a hall for conferences 
and a second hotel to cater for foreign 
guests attending international conferences. 
There are also reports of plans for building 
hoteJs in Takoradi and Kumasi. . . . Under 
the scheme of establishing a Medical School 
in Ghana the existing hospital at Korle Bu 
will become a teaching hospital. The ex- 
tensive modernisation of existing buildings, 
together with new buildings necessary both 
at Korle Bu and the University, will cost 
about £2m. . . . A Finnish Civil Engineer, 
Mr. Bertel Hellmann, has been advising the 
Government on development of the Accra 
airport to international standards. The 
Government is said to be considering a plan, 
costing over £2m., to be undertaken within 
the Second Development Plan, to improve 
existing runways and for building a larger 
passenger terminal and converting the 
prescnt terminal into a freight handling 
area... .A permanent headquarters for the 
Ghana Nautical College to train personnel 
for a Ghana sea officers corps is to be 
established at the new port of Tema. The

NEW - ZEALAND.—The Minister of 
Fducation, Mr. P. O. S. Skoglund, an- 
nounced recently that the Government has 
approved a programme for new school 
buildings estimated to cost £7.5m. this 
fnancial year. Provision has been made 
for 56 new primary schools, seven new 
jntermediate schools, 15 new post-primary 
schools, and additions to existing schools.

The new inter- 
mediate and post-primary schools included 
in the programme will have assembly halls 
as an integral part of the building. The pro-

NCRWAY.—The Norwegian firm K/S 
A/S Norelektro and Company is to make 
the plans for the Russian hydro-electric 
power station, Boris Gleb, to be constructed 
at the lower end of the River Pasvik, which 
forms the frontier between Norway and 
Soviet Russia. The plans are expected to be 
ready by May next year. This is the first 
of two power stations to be built by the 
Russians along the River Pasvik. Norway 
js to construct a power station with a 
capacity of 65,000 kW between the Russian 
stations, 


PAKISTAN .—The Government has 
decided to set up a steel mill in Pakistan at 
a cost of Rs. 170m. of which Rs. 120m. 
would be required in foreign exchange. The 
mill will be at Multan in West Pakistan. 
Krupps are the technical consultants and it 
is expected that there will be an inter- 
national call for tenders. . . . Two further 
sugar mills are to be set up in West Pakistan 
by the Pakistan Industrial Development 
Corporation (PIDC) one in the region of 
Lyallpur and Jhung districts, and the other 
in Sind. The Government has said that the 
question of having more sugar mills in East 
Pakistan will be considered next year. . . 
The PIDC is to set up a cement factory at 
Chittagong with an annual capacity of 
150,000 tons. A tender invitation has been 
issued by the PIDC for the installation of 
a 1,000 tons a day wet processing plant 
cement works in two units of 500 tons each 
at Begmanji near Rohri. Closing date for the 
receipt of tenders is September 5. . . . The 
PIDC and Kobe Steel Works of Japan 
signed an agreement on June 6 for setting 
up a fertilizer factory at Fenchuganj in the 
northern area of East Pakistan. The project 
is estimated to cost Rs. 15 crores of which 
the foreign exchange component: will be 
Rs. 11 crores (US Dollars 22,509,620), and 
completion is scheduled for July, 1961. The 
factory will be based on the natural gas 
available at Sylhet. . A three-year 
development plan for Karachi has been 
drawn up by the Karachi Municipal Cor- 
poration and is estimated to cost Rs. 
9,514.275. This provides for large-scale 
improvement of roads, construction of hos- 
Pitals, markets, shops, a modern abattoir, 
a new zoo, swimming pools, sports centres, 
the implementation of the new water and 
Sewerage schemes, and the development of 


townships. As a preliminary a quay wall is to 
be built at Clifton, Karachi, at an estimated 
cost of Rs. 85.2 lakhs and foreign contrac- 
tors are being invited to tender for this 
work. ... The Central Government has 
sanctioned the scheme of the Provincial 
Government of East Pakistan for the execu- 
tion of 3,234 minor irrigation projects in 
the current financial year. A similar scheme 
for the execution of 2,213 minor irrigation 
projects was completed this year. 


Canada’s Need for Houses 


At a meeting of the Senate finance com- 
mittee, Mr. Stewart Bates, president of the 
government-contrulled Central Mortgage 
and Housing Corporation, said _ that 
Canada must, in the next 15 years, double 
its present stock of 4,000,000 houses. Mr. 
Bates said that the need for homes is one 
of Canada’s major problems and there must 
be an increase in the present annual rate 
of home construction. 

An estimated 150,000 homes would be 
started in 1958, he added. This would have 
to be increased to meet the needs of future 
families, clear slum areas and replace old 
housing. About 1,200,000 houses had been 
built in Canada since the last war, but 
many Canadians still lived under unsatisfac- 
tory conditions. Facilities existed under the 
National Housing Act to remove slum areas. 
The federal government would pay 50 per 
cent. of the cost of such projects with the 
balance to be borne by provinces and 
municipalities.

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USSR AND CHINA 


Construction Plans 
From Our Own Correspondent 


‘NOTHER 700,000 flats are to be com- 
pleted in the Soviet capital by 1966 
according to Moscow’s chief architect Iosif 
Loveiko. . . . The designing of a 5,000 kilo- 
watt solar electric station to be built in the 
Ararat Valley in Armenia has now been 
completed. It will generate 2,200,000 kilo- 
watt hours and 24,000 tons of steam a year 
for industrial and agricultural purposes. .. . 
A ferro-concrete television tower a third of 
a mile high is to be built in S.W. Moscow. 
Nearly 200 ft. in diameter at the base, it 
will have a number of observation platforms 
from 1,300 ft. upwards to accommodate 
1,000 visitors. 

A meeting of Chinese experts has been 
convened in Wuhan to study the problems 
involved in harnessing the potential of the 
three gorges on the Yangste. Topics con- 
sidered by the meeting included the design- 
ing of a turbo-generator with a capacity of 
600,000 kilowatts or more, the -building of 
a 2,000 ton crane and methods for coping 
with the water pressure behind the projected 
dam in the gorges. The meeting was con- 
vened by the Chinese Academy of Sciences 
and the Ministry of Water Conservancy and 
Electric Power. . . . Four hydro-electric 
stations are to be built on the river Yili in 
Northern Yunnan with a total generating 
capacity of 300,000 kilowatts. ... The 
Ministry of Railways is drawing up a 15 
year plan for railway electrification. Up to 
last year electrification was contemplated 
for only three lines but plans have been 
repeatedly revised and the latest announce- 
ment talks of China’s whole railway system 
being developed in the direction of elec- 
trification. The same announcement states 
that preparations are complete for electrify- 
ing the Faoki-Chengtu railway. By next 
Spring work is to be begun on the electrifica- 
tion of the Fengtai-Schacheng line in Hopei 
and the line on the outskirts of Peking. 
Work has now begun on a new railway near 
Hofei in central Anhwei. Hofei is the main 
point of a 400 km. line running from Pukow 
in Kiangsu to Sinyang in Honan. Seven 
new railway lines are to be built in Yunnan 
and four in Sinkiang. . . . Construction is 
to be undertaken on 15 new coal mines in 
the East China coalfield. An iron and steel 
plant is to be built at Ulanhot the Inner 
Mongolian autonomous region. Medium 
iron and steel plants are also planned for 
Chengteh in Hopei Province, in Fukien 
Province and at Tunghwa Kirin Province. 

. . 400 small-scale hydro-electric power 
stations with an aggregate generating 
capacity of 15,000 kilowatts are scheduled 
to be built in Kweichow Province this year. 
. .. Harbin is to become China’s main 
chemical base. According to reports 31 
chemical plants will go into construction 
this year and by 1962 there will be 65 large 
and medium scale chemical plants. They 
will include a synthetic fibre plant, a syn- 
thetic rubber plant, a chemical fertiliser 
plant, two gas plants, and plants producing 
sulphuric acid, caustic soda and calcium. 

. A 2,890 metre bridge is to be built 
across the Yellow River at Chengchow. It 
will be the longest railway bridge in China. 
The bridge is to be completed in 1960. 
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Forth Bridge Contracts 


THE Forth Road Bridge will now cost 

£16.5m., according to a statement issued 
by the Forth Bridge Joint Board after its 
meeting in Edinburgh on August 15. The 
Board approved tenders worth £10,860,000 
for the superstructure, piers and founda- 
tions. Subject to approval by the Secretary 
of State for Scotland, the superstructure 
contract will go to a consortium of Sir 
William Arroll and Co. Ltd., the Cleveland 
Bridge and Engineering Co. Ltd., and 
Dorman Long (Bridge and Engineering) 
Ltd., operating as ACD. Bridge Company, 
whose tender at £8,660,000 is commended 
by Messrs. Mott, Hay and Anderson, the 
consultant. engineers. The piers and foun- 
dations contract, at £2,200,000, is to be 
granted to John Howard and Co. Litd., 
again subject to approval by the Secretary 
of State. Work can begin on the founda- 
tion and cable anchorage contract within a 
week of approval, it was indicated. 

There are still two. contracts to be 
placed, for the approach roads and 
approach viaducts. Government advances 
will be £4,650,000 as a direct grant, with 
loans repayable from tolls; the - local 
authorities will contribute £500,000. The 
bridge will be a single-span 3,300-ft. bridge, 
the fourth longest in the world; towers will 
be 500 ft. high and the roadway 150 ft. 
clear of high water. 


14-storey Building, Glasgow 


A. 14-storEY glass and brick college, 
estimated to cost £2m., is to be erected in 
Glasgow to house the existing Stow College 
of Building and Stow College of Printing. 
The site is at Cathedral-street, where the 
older Stow College buildings have been 
cleared, and on completion of this first 
project further clearances will be made to 
aliow extensions.. The 200 ft.-high college 
will ‘be the tallest building in the city. Two 
entire walls will be clad in glass and two 
in brick.
